The jast of 
the grafts should positively be cut, and suckers transplanted. Plant larkspur, marigold 
sweet-soltan, mignnoneite, pinks, carnation, asters, avd all annual plants during this 
month. Propagate geraniums by slips; and sow all kinds of vege(able and flower seeds 
every #ix or eight days, throughout the month. 


NOVEMBER. a 


Thisis the month for activity inthe vegetable gardens, as but few things asrive at 
much perfection which are not planted before the end of this month. The principal 
evops of peas should be sown during the first week; and* continued every six days 
during, the month; also scarlet runners, French, Broad and Windsor beans. Sow 
beet,“Knol-khole, cabbage, brocoli, and canliflowera, in beds, and remove from beds 
into rows, Transplant celery aud remove into trenches, Plant out artichokes and: 
asparagus, 7 

The middie crop of potatoes should be sown about the middle of this month, They 
should be planted in light soil, in which no horse dung is mixed. The potatoe should he 
cut according to the number of eyes, taking care that each piece is of sufticient size to 
nourish the eye, until it roots—twice the size of a man’s thamb nail round the 
eye, will do well. When planted, not more than one inch, or one and a half inch, of soil 
should be placed over it; and it should not be watered offener than once in four days, 
even during the hottest weather. As it grows up, thé soi! should be banked up fo the 
stalk. Great care should be taken not to give too much water, and not to put too” 
youch soit upon the potatoe when first plunted. 

This is the last month in which the generality of vegetables can be sown with 
advantage. Sow winter fruit seeds of all kinds,-except oranges. Oranges, guavas and 


plantains and all Ruropean and Cape vegetables are abundant. : om 
ce oe : ‘DECEMBER, 

In the beginning of the month sow French beans, scarlet-runners, broad and 
Windsor beans. Peas sown in this month produce scantily: Plant out tate celery 
from boxes to beds, and remove from beds to trenches, Sow late cabbages and 
and transplant as above. Vegetable-marrow may be sown in the early 
part of this month in light rich soit. Earth up the stems of the plants as they increase 
in growth, and peg the leading branches down at a joint, and they will strike root. 

Potatoes may be planted until the end of this month; but those sown during (he 
first fortnight are most likely to succeed. When potatoes are planted whole, ‘the 
produce js finer than when they are divided into two or three pieces; but the same 
nuwnber of potatoes yield a farlarger crop by the latter than by the former method, 
Potatoes should be planted in beds fully exposed to the sun, In rather shady places the 
crop is small; atid ‘when altogether excluded from the direct rays of the sun, they 
produce nothing. 

Europe and native vegetables are plentifal during this month; and also all sorté ot 
brinjals, swéet-potatoe, yams. Fruits are scarce, except plantains, plums, goose." 
berries, guavasand oranges, Flowers of al) kinds are abundant. 

A good month for sowing early musk-melon and dwarf-cucumber seeds, as well ag 
peas, radish, and spinage ; but very few other vegetable seeds, Most of the exotic - 
plants will also now be flowering. 

Strawberries come in at the middle of this mouth, and last through allthe next. ©

Calculations of the almanac, 


The times given in this Almanac are the civil or common reckoniv” time, from 
Miduight.to Midnight. The column of the Sun's Meridian passage is calealated (> the 
Benreat gecond of time fur every day of the year rejecting fractional parts and will be 
fount sufficiently exact for all ordinary purposes. The Moon will serve as weil 
aa the San ta sct or compare a watch by ‘the dial; when the shadow of the 
Bnomon falls on L24., a watch ought+o ahow at the same momeut the time indicated 
in the column “Moon on Meridian” answoring to the daythe observation is made. 
This time ia calculated (0 the nearest tenth of a minute ; should the shadow fall an 
any other bonr, as 8, 40r 5, add {0 the time indicated in that samo column, about 62 
minutes for every our after twelve, but sould the dial show G4., 8&., or L1A., aa many 
dainutes must be deducted for every hour before 12. 





The two columus of the Sun‘s rising and setting include the refraction, which causes the 
Sun and all the heavenly bodies to rise on the enstern horizon about two minutes earlier, 
and to aet on the western, abont two miontes later than they wonid rise or set were the 
Harth vot surrounded by an atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of the same dure 
tion throughout the whole year, the.duration is in proportion of he obliquity of the 
Sun's rising or setting, 


At the itm ach month, will he seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, or Venus 


are visible in the Morning or Evening. 





When the symbo} (P) Menoting opposition occurs, such as on the Ast Nov. 1849, wo 
are to understand that tho Mobsdoes not pags the Meridian of Calcutta, on that (civit) 
day, ‘This ia the caso once, sometiines twice ina Lunar mon(a, as on the 30th of the 
same month of November, and arises from the eivcumtance of the Lunar day boing 
longer than the mean Solar day. 








And because the Moon dovs not pass the Meridian in every civil day, but faile 
to do a0, once at lenstin every civil month, and as one Meridian passage of the Moon 
produces only two High Water (ides, thore are in every Lnnar month not Jess than two 
High Water tidea sometimes three wanting ; therefore on two days every month, falling 
fometimes after Midnight sometimes after Noon, there is but one High Water given. 
The march of the tide-wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, the 
creat of the wave travelling round the globe in every Lunar day, 


Tn a place like Calcutta, 40 far removed from the Sen, the tides are strongly affected by 
the monsvons, occasional winds, the freshes, and various local causes, an that it wil 
always remain an imperfectly solved problem to give the times of the High Water with 
necuracy ; It will always, lowever, be found that fur any perioit there will be only 
twice the number: of High Water tides, as the Moon passes the Meridian.

The Solar Gycle, or Cycle of the Sun, isa period of 287years, in which all the 
varieties of the Dominical Letters will have happened, and they will retarn in the 
xame order as they did 28 years before. This Cycle commenced 9 years before the 
Birth of Christ. 

The Lunar Cycle, or Cycle of the Moon, commonly cailed the Golden Number, 
and sometimes the Metonic Cycte, (from Mcton, an Athenian, who invented it about. 
432 years before the Birth of Christ,) is a revolution of 19 yeara; in which time, the 
conjunctions, oppositions, and other aspects of the Moon, are within an hour anda 
half of being the same as they were on the aame daya of the months 19 years before. 
‘The prime, or Golden Nuniber, is the Number of years elapsed in this Cycle. At the 
Birth, the Golden Number was 2. 

‘The Roman Indiction, is a period of L5 years, used by the Romans for the time 
of taxing their provinces.—Three years of this Cycle had elapsed at the Birth of Chriat. 


‘The Julian period contains 7980 years, and’arives hy multiplying together 26, 19, 
and 15, being the Cycles of the Syn, Moon, and Indiction, This was also contrived aa 
a period for chronological matters, and, is assumed, ag a correct and fixed rule in 
Calculations, by ail the astronomers and chronologers throughout the Christian world, 
Its beginning is supposed to have commenced 710 years before the asual date of the 
creation of the world, or 4714 before the commencement of the Christian Era.

THE CALENDAR, ay 1Tts SUCCESSIVE REFORMS, 





The divisions ef time, such as they are presented in the Calendar, are com. 
Posed of days, weeks, months, and years. ‘The modes of determining these divix 
siovs, have been various amongst the nations of antiquily, and there are atill vaiie 
ations ip these modes in the modern world. 


The manner of reckoning the pays by the ancient Jewa, and which sibsiste 
amongst, that ‘people at the Rresent time, is, to commence the day ata certain hour 
of the evening, and to finish ion the next evening at the same Sour. Ybus their 
sabbath begins ou the alternoon of Briday, and is completed on the alternoog 
of Saturday, The Roman Catholic church also commences its festsvals in the 
evening; ani this custom is reained amongst curselves in some of our popular 
observances, such as the eve of St. Joho, and Chiistmas eve. 


Thacivil day now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till the 
same hour of Vetoliowing night. The civil day is distinguished from the astios 
nomieal day, which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating at 
the succeeding uoga. “This mode of reckons the day. is that used in the Nau- 
tical Almenac, and it sometimes leads to. mistakes wilit persons not familiar with 
this manner of computaiceas, a little consideration will obviate the diffieuliy. 
Thus, January 19, ficen hours in astronomical time,-is January Ll, 3 in the, 
morning, civil time. In France, and in most of the staies of Europe, as, with ua, 
the hours are counted up to 12, from midnight til noon, and fom noon till mide 
night. In parts of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to cominence about 
sun-set, and the hours are-counted on till the next sun-set. This mode is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon of the ‘Italian hours” at the summer 

~ solstice i¢ 16 o'¢lock, and 19 o’clock at (he winter solstice. 


The English names of the days of the wiex are derived from the Saxons 3 
and they partly adopted these names from the more, civilized nations of antiquity; 
The tollowing ingenious origin of the’ ancient names has been suggesterl in con. 
nexion with astronomical science. ‘The planetary arrangement of Ptolemy wag 
thus l, Saturn; 2, Jupiter; 3, Mars: 4, the Sun; 5, Venus; 6, Mercury; 7 the 
Moon. Each of these planets was supposed to preside, successively, over each ;: 
Nout of the 24 of each day, in the order above given. in this way Saturn would 
preside over the first hour of the first day; Jupiter over the second bour; Mara 
over the third ; the Sun over the fourth, and so on, Thus the Sun presiding over; 
the fourth, eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the first day. would: preside over 
vthe first hour of the second day, and carrying on the series, the Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third day, Mare over the first hour of the fourth da . 
Mercury over the first hour of the filth day, Jupicer over the first hour of the sixth 
day, and Venus over the first hour of the seventh day Hence, the hames of the 
saya yet used ig the learned profeasions throughout Europe. The présent English 
uarmes are derived from the Saxon:

Almost all nations have regulated their montus, in a great degree, by the 
evolution of thc moun. Some have endeavored tv unile this division with the 
annual course of (he sun, by an auginentation of days at the end of each year, 
or by adding « thirteenth month at the end of every third year. The Jews and 
tne Athenians foliuwed this latter method; the Maceilonianz, and some nations 
of Asia, assigned their months 30 and 31 lays; the Turks andthe Arabs have 29 
and 30 days; the months of ths Anglo-Saxona were governed by the revolutians - 
ef the moon, Their common year consist! of twelve lunar mouths, three - 
months being appropriated to each of the four seasons; but every third year con 
tained an additional lunar month, which was given to the summer season. The - 
names of their lunar months, either had reference to their religious ceremonies, of 
tothe natural sppeatauces of the year. 


A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquily 
and ati!l pariivily prevaiis, wih regard to the commencement of the yearn. The 
Jewe dated tue heginning of the sacred year in Lhe mouth of March; the Athenians 
in the mouth of June, the Macedonians on the 24th September; the Christians of 
Keypt and Ethiopia on the 29tn or 30:h of August, and the Persians and Armeni- 
anson the 1th of August. The Jewwh civil year begins on the first day of the 
Monih Tisri, whieh year correspoads with our 9th of September ; the Mahome-« 
dan’s begins of the first of the month Moharem, which year, corresponds with our- 
4th of July, Nearly all the nations of tue Chrisiian'world now, commence the 
year on the Ist of January ; but ay recently as 1752, even in England, the year 
did not legally and generally commence ul! the 25th of March. In Scotland, at 
thar period, the year began ou the Girstofl January. The difference caused great 
practical inconveniences, and January aad febraary, and part of Marci, pone + 
times Lore two dates, as we often fin! in old yreeorts, as 1711-18. This practice 
* often leads ta chronological mistakes; tor instance, we popubaly say. “Tlie Re- 
volution of 1688,” that great event happening in February ¢% the year 1688, accordt- 
ing to the then mode of computation; but it the year wera held to begio, as it 
does row, on the Int of January, it would be" Fhe Revolution of 1689". In the 
anniversaries given inahe British Abnanae, the aiterations of style, made in 175%, 
have nat been followed, as any correction of date would bave embarraased the 
seaderin historical and biographical references. 


The year, properly so called, is the solar year or the perio! of time in whieh 
the sun passes through the twelve signs of the Zodiac. ‘I'he period comprises 366 
gaye: 6 hoyis, aod 48 miautes. Sl seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astronomis 
cal year. 


The Carenvan ie a tate of the days of the year, arranged to assist the dis- 
tribution of time, and to indicate remarkable days connected with devotion or 
business. Lt every nation hai adopted the same division of time, and a. uniform 

» gatendar had been genesal throughout civilized states, history would present muck 
fewer difficutties and contradictions, ‘The progress fof astronomical science has 
necessarily produced great chauges in the ‘manner of dividing time; and thu, 
whilst some nations have been ready tu give their calendar every posmbla advane,' 
tage of a scientific construction, the prejudices of others bave rendered them unwjll- 
dag to depart from their accustomed mode, however inaccurate. It may be-cuarious 
and justructive to trace, very Uriefly, the changes of the calendar, osdinarity called, 
the changes of style, ‘ ah, é 


‘The Romans called the first days of each month, Calends, from a word 
which signified cafled ; because the Pontiffs, on those days, called the people 
together, to apprise them of the days of festival in that month. Hence we deriva 
the name of Catsnnan < f 


The Roman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost all 
nations, is stated to have been introduced by Romulus, the founder of this city. 
He divided the year into ten month. only; Mars, Aprijis, Maius, Juniug, 
Quintilis, (altérwarde catled Jutius,) Sextilis, (alterwards called Aucustus,) 
September, October, November, December. Mar, Maine, Quintins, and October, 
contained 31 days, aud each of the six other months SO days; so-that the ten 
months comprised 3:4 days, ‘The yearof Romulus was, therefore, of 6U days’ 
Jess duration than the lanar year, and of 6] days jess then the solar year; and its 
commencement of course did not correspond with “ny fixed season, Nama 
Pompiliue corrected this-catendar, by adding two months, sanuarius, and Februari- * 
us, which he placed before Mare, Juliug C xsar, being desirous te renderthe calendar.

* still more correct, conaulted the astronomers of his time, who fixed the solar year 
= 73.365 days, 6 hours, comprising, 8 they thought, the period from One vernal 
7 Squinox to another, The six hours were set aside, and at the end of fous years, 

/ forming a day, the fourth year was made to consist of 366 days. 7 he day thus 

“added, wae called intercalary, and was added to the month of February, by doubling 

the 24th of that manth, or according to their way of reckoning, the sith of the 
Catends of March. Hence the yearwas called Bissextile. This almoat perfect 
sviangement, which was denominated the Julian style, prevailed generally 
throughout the Christian wortd, till the time of Pope Gregory XIII. The Calendar 
of Julius Caesar was defective in this particular; that the solar year, consiating 

——steS5 days, 5 hours, and 49 minutes, and not of 365 days, 6 hours, ag wassupposed 

in the time of Julius Cassar; there was a difference between the apparent year and 
the real year, of eleven minutes. This difference at the lime of Gregory XILI, 
had amounted to ten entire days, the vernal equinox falling on the Ttth, instead 
of the 21st of March, at which period it fell correctly at the time of the Councit 
of Nice, in the year 325. To obviate this inconvenisace, Gregory ordained, in 
158%, that the 13th October should be counted instead of the Ath, tor the future ; 
and to prevent the recurrence of this error, it was further determined that the 
year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, with the exception of the 
beginning of each fourth century, Thus, 1700 and 1800 have not been bissextile, 
gor will 1900 be 80; but the year 2000 will be bissextile. In thie manner, three days 
‘are retrenched in four hundred years; because the lapse of the eleven minutes 
makes three days in about tbat period. ‘The year of the calendar is tivus made, ag 
nearly as possible, to correspond with the true solar year; and tutuse errors of 
chronology. are avoided, . 


Tha atoptian of this change, which is called the Gregorian, nr New Style, 
(the Jutiga being edited the Old Style,) was for some time recisicd by. slatex meh 
ander the authorily of tiisSee of Rome. ‘The change of the stylein England, wae 
established by an Act of Pa-tiament passed in 1752, It wag then enacted, that the 
year should commence on theist of January, instead of March 25ih; and that in 
the year 1752, the days should hé numbered ag usual until September 24, when the 
day following should be accounted the 14th of September, omitting 14 days, Tha 
Gregorian principle of droping one day in every hundredth year, except the fourth 
fiundredth, was alao enacted. ‘The alteration was, fora long time, opposed by the 
Prejudices of individuals; and even now, with some Persons the Old Style ta so 
Pettinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old quarter days, in- 
stead of the new. For.this reason, and not in deference to the prejudice, the old 
festivals are mentioned in the British Alnianac. The Russians still retain the Old 
Style, thus creating an inconvenience in their public and commercial intercourse 
with other nations, which, we trust, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually be correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change in the calendar, which was in existence more than twelve years: 
and is important to be noticed, as all the public acts of the Freuch nafen were 
dated according to this altered style, The National Conventioa, by a dugree of 
the 6th October, 1793, established a new Era, which was cailed, in the place or 
the Christian era, the era of the French, The commencement of each year, of 
the firet © Vendimiaire,” was fixed at the midnight commencing the day, ov which 
the autumnal equinox fell, asdetermined at the observatory at Paris. This era 
commenced on the 22nd of September, 1792, of being .t « epoch of the foundation 
of the Republic; but its establishment was not deciecd till the 4th Fi awaire”? 
ofthe year II, (4th November, 1793). Two dava afterwarde the public acts 
were thus dated. This calendar existed till the 10th ‘< Niyose,” year XUV. (the 
31st Decemoer, 1805,) when the Gregorian mode of computation was restored.

18, Shrove Tuesday.— After the people had made the confession required at 
this season, by the dicipline of the ancient Church, they were permitied to indulge 
in festive amusements, although not allowed to partake of any sepast beyond the 
uaual substitutes for flesh ; ant hence arose the custom, yet preserved, of eating 
pancakes and fritters at Shrovetide. On these dlays of authorized indulgence, the 
Most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due rerard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the Church; and from this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From the lonse pastimes of the age in which the Cernival originated, 
byt also to be traced the nearly exploded diversions of cock-fighting, and cocks 
throwing.

* Lent, until the Sunday now called the firatin Lent. Pope Felix t11, inthe year 
487, first alded the four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete the 
number of fasiing days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of 
ashes on the first of the four additional days, which give it ihe name of Dies Cine.

THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR, 


It is impossible for any one, learned, or unlearned, to live through the year; 
or even through the montis, or the day, without Noticing the influence which the 
changing positions of the heavenly bodies, have upon hie own comiort, and pon 
the state of all things around him. ‘This is the book of wonder, which, at the first 
dawning of reason, both individuals and nations, attempt to real. It is always 
Open; no perceptios. is so dull as not ty be able to tace its greater lines; and, 
from the magniturle of ‘Sbese, and the unesting certainty of their recurrence at 
their regular times, and the changes which they proluce upon every thing that 
grows or lives, it is difficult to imagine the existence of a mind, so incurious as 
not to from to itself some theory of their nature and causes. 


In a country like Rogland, where the changes are so frequent, and the con- 
tract so striking, the subject is constantly before every body; and be it in city or 
01 common, én hall or in hut, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the very first topics of conversation, If even, in the centre of a crowded city, 
where aature is, as it where, excluded, and man and art tule supreme,—if there, 
amid all the disp!azs‘of manulacture, all the bustle and occurrences of society, 
and att the news of nations, the phenomena of the day and the year can claim 
the atteation, how much more must they do, this, to the people who are scat. 
tered over the country, and spend most of their time in the open air? To all these, 
that volume, of whieh the Almanac is the index, is a daily book to man; eh 
especially to those who have not had the advantages of education, it is the 
oaly book. 


A subject, the appearance of which force themselves upon the notice ofall, 
but of which the philosophy lies in the depths of science, must be t ie means 
ither of great good or of great evil; for, upon any subject that interests the 

‘mind powerfully, if knowledge be not planted superstition is sure to spring up of 
itown accor. That hawho knows nothing maybe made to believe any thing 
is found to be a maxim of but too general truth; and upon no subject has its 
truth been more frequenly verified than upon the one under consideration. In 
+ the early ages of the world, aod before revelation Had substituted a moral and 
intellectual system (or an ideal and superstitions one the phenomena of the year 
and more especially the luminaries that are attendant upon and produce these 
phenomena were acksowlelged and worshipped as sods —substituted ia the place 
of Him whose instruments they are, and who implanted in them those properties 
and assigned them those motions, in conseauence of which they produce these 
effects. In moulding them for this purpose, there is no doubt that the artful pore 
tion of society employed al! their cunning, in order to enslave the ainda of the 
multitude, ani enable themselves 10 profit by the darkuess which they occasioned, 
But if the subject itself had not been the best adopted for superstition, the very 
euaning which made se of it would have necessarily chosen that which enawered 
its purpose betters, So far, however, as research can be made into the early 
history of mankind the sue che moon, and such stars as have any thing remarka- 
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bile in their appearance, have been the rst] objects of adoration ; and that adora- 
tion has always been the more marked, proportion as the appearance of the 
luminaries have been the more varicd. We find it much more in the Laplaniler 
and the inhabicant of Greenland who have their months of summer's day and 
witter's night, aan we do in those tropical countries, where the day is always of 
nearly the same length and where flooding rain and burning drought are the chief 
plienomena that vary the year. 





But the superstitions adoration of the celestial appearance ja not confined . 
the early and barbarous etata of nations, When this superstition was expeliel 
from ieligion ant the luminaries were deprived c* their godship, they did aor at 
once lose the whole of their consequence; but held their place as the agents and 
arbiters of human destiny. Uyon this arose a system of superstition, which left 
not a thing in nature, amember of the human body or an event of human life 
upon which it did not bay hold. ‘The individual bodies had each their special 
virtues, their good or their bad wBuence; these were modified by the grouping of 
the stars into consteliations and from the positions of the sun, moon, and planets, 
among these there arose other compound iufuences tit] the system became as 
complicated as it was ridiculous. So firmly was this believed at one time, that 
nothing could be done or undertaken without a previous consultation of stars, to 
find out whether il was their pleasure that the Issue should be prosperous; and 
the aspect of the stars ata man’s birth was admitted to have ten times as much 
inflnence upon his success in life, as his tatents, his education, and his conduct. 
Yndeed it had much more; lor if it was not the plessure of tlie starsand the 
revealing of that was commitied entirely to the astrologer ~ the man could not act, 
or be educated or even born. If one wished to know whether any substance 
would answer any purpose, he did not try it, he consulted the moon; and if any 
thing was lost search was not maile for it the moon was questioned through the 

“prediam of the astraloger, who always contrived, by his <onfederates to be in 
possession of as many lost things as kept up the credit of the craft. 


By this most absurd system of superstition the reason and common sense of 
the people were rendered coni letely useless; and which was far worse the foune 
dation at morality was completely (ken away,— because, if the euccesa or the 
failure the good or the bad of human actions did not depend upon men them- 
setves, but upon an unerring ilestiny, to be re: din the aspect of the stars there was 
anend of all virtue and attempting to do rightly; because, as the destiny was 
fixe, no effort on the part of the man could alter it—inileed he could make uo 
effort, unless that was also set dowr, in the aspect of the heavens at his nativity. 





When superstition hat thus destoyed both the intellect and the morale of 
mankind, the absurdities into which it led them were endless; and as any subject 
in prder to be wondered at, requires only to be incumprehensible, the delusion be- 
eame very geueral. Noi is it yet eradicated, Language contributes a Hitle to this: 
even the well informed talk about * plars” and * destinies,” and those who have 
Jitle information believe that these words have a litera) signification. The disposi- 
tion which all people have to pry into the future also tends fo perpetuate this su- 
ee perstition, ‘The proper key to the future is indociion from the past ; but the proper 

sue of {lat supposes habits of observing and reasoning which cannot yet be regard. 
ed as general among the people of any country; 80, they who cannot enticipate the 
future, by connecting it with the present and the past, stil follow afler the detu- 
sion not only of astrologers—moon-and-atar men,—but fortunestelling impostors 
of al sorts; and the delusion is helped to be perpetuated by those publications 
in which the nonsence of astrology is still rctailed to the public. 


‘Phese circumstances renderit necessary that the phenomena of the year should 
be explained in the most simple and philosophic manner. that the real causes of 
those phenomena should be made palpable to the most ordinary capacity; and 
that it should be plain to every one, that there is no mystery in the matter,—that 
the revolutions of the heavenly bodies produce the appearances of she seasone, 
and wothing more. The motives o! these have, in fact, no more influence upon 
thetonduct ani the destinies of mankind than ihe motion of a river towards the 

sea, or the fall of a stone to the ground, when it is not borne up by some thing 
that.can support its weight; and it would be just as rational to calculate the 
++ nativity of a man from the motion of the Thames towards the sea as from the 
motion of the moon or the planets, Nay, the revolution of a coach-wheel upon 
~ the road had just as much todo with human destiny as “be motion of the heavenly 
“bodies; and when, in its revolution vpon ihe dial, the minute hand of a clock 
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passes over the hourhand, that has jugt as much influence upon the fate of nations 
/ Ot individuals as an eclips of the suu or the moon. 


With the exception of the light acd heat produced bythe sur’, and the light 
of the moon, and still fainter illumination of the stars, the: no reason to infer 
that the celestial boies exert any influence, other than that of gravitalion, upon 
the earth itself; and as their influence is wholly of a physical nature, it can have 
ho effect whatever upon the minds or. conduct of men, any more than can be pro-° 
duced by the natural or artificial motion of any other substances. So far as the 
luminaries make men more or less comfortable at the time they have an influence 
—as the genial temperature of the day raises the spirits in the same way, and to 
thd same extent that they are raised by a similar temperature of a common fire, 

_ or the light uf the moon enables a man to fiad his way at night, just in the same 
physical he would find it by the same degree of lamp light; but beyond these 
way as effecis, there is, and there can be, nothing. If the tuminary is at the 

same distance, shines for the same length of time at the same height ahove the 
horizon, it matters not in what sign of the zodiac. or in what part of the heavens 
it may make its appearance, any more than il signifies whether the fire by whick 
one is warmed, or the lamp by which one is lighted. is one of the east or the 
west of St. Paul's; and it would be just as philosophical to calealate the futare 
destiny of @ man fiom the ' house” in which he happened to be born, as fromy 
the ‘* house” of the planets at the time of his birth, Ladeed it would be much 
more so; for if intelligence and good sense happen to be fords of the ascendant in 
the house of the parent, they are very rational grounds for predicting the future 
welfareof the child; and so, also ignorance dissipation, and vice in the parent 
are far more matignant espects for the infant that has the misfortune to be born 
under them, ttan any configuration which either the stars, or any thing else out 
of any family can asssme, 


= There wasa time when aot the people merely but the tit'ed and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest consternation by an eclipse of the sin or moon, of 
the appearance of a comat or the aurora borealis. And why? Because they are of 
comparatively rare occurrences and wher mankind do not know the rational cause 
of any thing, they always from to themselves a superstitious one. A candle is to 
the inmates of a room at night what the sun is to the inhabitants of the earth du- 
ring the day; it gives them light, and, if the fiame be large enough it gives them 
If, tao, there be a mirror upon the wall and the can:dle be so placed ag that 
the light reflected by the mirror is throne into avoom which the caudle toes nos 
illuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to be 
there, Now, if one of the family were to stand between another of the family 
and the candle, the candio—their sun for the time—would be just as much ecli 
sed to the one from whose sight it were hidden, asthe sun of the world is when 
the moon comes between it and the earth; andso also if any one placed himeelf 
jn auch manner, as that bis shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror—the tempo- 
rary moon'of those in the dark chamber—would be just as_ much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and thesun, deprives it of 
the light of that luminary, and preventa it from reflecting that light to the earth. 
Well is there any person in his senses that would aay, that because one of a fa 
had come between another and the candle, or between the candle and the looking 
glass, that some direful calamity would befal the family, or that they would 
inevitally have a brawl! or a Jaw-suit with the folks at the next cottage; and yet 
the consequences just mentioned are precisely of the same nature with the eclipses 
“of the sun and moon; and from their nearness they ave mach more effect on thé 
inhahitenta of the cotiage than the celesttal ones can have upon the inhabitaate 
of the earth, A temporary want of light isthe whole effect in both cases; and 
ag that of the celestial eclipse is never so complete as in the case of the canille 
ahd the mirvor. it is, except as a matter of curiosity, or as fixing a point of tim 
of much less consequence than the other..  - 2 














With regard, again, to acomet, itis much the same as if one were to come 
into the room with a burning torch or taper and then go out again; an occurrence 
which coutd do no harm, unless the bearer of the torch were to run against some- 

* body or set fire to the house. So also, if the comet be a solid eubstance, and if 
the fight which it emits be of the burning kind, (for comets are 50. distant, and

and saw 1ockei: let offglen miles at sea, A socket let off in Vauxhall Gardens 
hes just as much influence on the fate of nations and individuale, as al] the comits 
thal ever appeased ; and if the stick of the rocket happened to fall upon gny 
body, it would have a good deal more. 





There was atime when the “ Jack-o'-the-lantern"—inflammable air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish—both of which, in a certain state of 
Toltenness, give oul a gas which becomes luminous, was accounted as someihing 
alarming; butas every bungierin chemistry can now produce the same appear- 
ances whenever he pleases, they have ceased lo be regarded with any degree of 
aonrehension, 


All these follies, with which people wagted their time, disturbed their imagi- 
aatious, and made themselves uneasy, resulted [rom the want of a little~a very 
hitthe—sober and independent thinking, Effects must be similar to their causes; 
and every subject which is matter.cannat affect the ming in any other way than 
by affecting the body. ‘The arsenic which lies buried a mite under ground, or 
that which is containel in the stoves of the Apothecarics’ Company, is just as 
deadly in its nature as that which has, by accident, crime, or madness, got into 
the human-stomach. at while it remains there it poisons nobody j and though, 
by continually alarming himself about it. a man of weak mind ‘Wight, in time, 
bring himself to believe that it would; and though this shou'd injare his health, 
or even frighten him to death the arsenic would be quite innocent of the matter, 
What would even the most ignorant man now living think, if he were told, that 
ita pinch of gunpowder were to be stolen (rom the stores of the Grand Signior, 
Drougitto London, and burned according to the rules of arc, it would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey? Well, there was a lime when the belie of 
such an influence in powder was far more prevalent than that of the influence 
of the appearances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 


The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter — 
inanimate, and, of course, without any power of thinking and acting ag whole— 
though they may have different classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that the earth has; ao it may be, that while we are frightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of the moon, the people on that Tuminary are 
in the sae alarm at our planet.- But bodies placed at so great a distance from 
each other, a8 the planets and stars are, can have no influence vpon each olher, 

aving thatof gravitation, and light and beat, which will, of course, change with 
every change of position and distance, As,it the moon be far north in the sky, 
it will be longer “ up,” or above the horizon, to us in there vorthern latitudes; 
if it be near to the sun, oa the eastern side, it will shine in the eatly part of the 
night; if it be near..on the western side, it will shine in the latter part of the night ; 
if it be directly opposite to the sun, it will, if just as far northin the sky, rise at 
sunsel and eet at sunrise ; if it be larther north, it will cise belore the sun sets, 
and set aller the sun tise if south of the sun, it will rise aller sunset, and set 
before sunrise ;—and if it Le in the same part of the sky with respect to enst and 
west, as the sun, it will rice and set at the same time with that luminary, and not 
be seen, uniess it be also in the same part of the ske with regerd to north aod 
wouth ; and in that case it will come, in whole or in part, between the earth and 
the sun, according as their places are exactly or only nearly the same, and occa. 
wion a total or a partial eclipse of the sun. All the changes of the moon, with 
regard to shape and time of appearance, take place ip every sunar month, from 
one new moon to another, All the variations, of appearances. ecApses and other 
phenomena, recur in a period of about nineteen years; and any of them may be 
fore told by one who has a knowledge of astronomy. 








There are some other particulars in the moon’s appearance, upon which 
superstition is still apt to lay hold, and predict, if not something as to human tife 
al least something about the weather which is a fertile subject for imposture. One 
ot them is the position of the cusps, or points. of the new moon when first seen. 
‘These are always both at equat distances from the sun, and, of course, theit stands 
ing straight, or leaning backwards, or forwards, depends upon whe distance that 
the magn is noth or south of thesun, Any onecan ee this by a very simple

year, lies, one-half of it above the plane, ani the other below; and that this arbit 
has ao inclination, or makes an angle of about twenty-three degrees aud a half 
with the plane each way, then if we further imagine, that the north pole of the 
earth ia uppermost and that the earth, in moving round the orbit from west to east, | 
performs as many rotations ag there are days ina year, we shall lave the whole 
means of explaining the chauges of (he seasons, , 


If we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing through the centre of thesun, is immediately before us and nearest 
to us; thea the poiut at which it meeta the level plane, indescending, will be the 
one farthest to the right of the sun; that where the earth ia fartheat below the tevel 
plane will be the one atthe greatest distance, and right before a 
which the earth meets the level plane in ascending towards us, will be the one 
Most remote from tie sua on our left hand. 


The first of these points will be the shortest day ta those in the northern he- 
misphere; and forthe quarterofa year from that to the ervond point, the day 
there, will always be tess than twelve hours, and the night more. 


The second point will be the vernal equinox, - equal day and night in the 
spring; and in the quarter from thence to the third point, the days in the northera 
hemisphere will alwaysbe more than twelve hours, and the nights legs. 


The.third point will be the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern hemis- 
phere; and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, the day will be again more 
than twelve hours, and the night less. 


The fourth point will be the autumnal equinox.—equal day and night 
autumn; and in the quarter from thence tothe point at which we supposed the 
earth to eet out, the day will be, asin the quarter first noticed, Jess than twelve 
hours, and the night more. 


It is evident, that on the half of the surface which is round the other, orsouth 
pole, the appearaaces of the seasons wil! be quite reversed. 


Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
shorter than the night; it will decrease during the first part of that half, and 
lengthen again, at the same rate, during the second. Also, in the whole half be- 
low the plane, the day will be Jonger than the night. It will lengthen during the 
frst part, and shorten at the same rate during the second, 

On the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
day is not seen, except by all (he slars that are round the heavens coming to the 
south in succession at midnight; and the sun being farther corth at rising and 
setting, ond higher at mid-day when the day lengthene,—and the reverse when 
it shortens, i 

The leogthening and shortening are not atthe same rate at all times of tha 
year; for it ia not tha absolute distance of the enrth from the level plane, but the 
change of distance between one day and ther that makes the difference of 
theirtengths. Now,ifany one take two rings of hoops of any kind, and put 
the one across the ceatra of the other, alittle obl:quely, he will see that thay 
recede from each other most rapidly atthe two points where they cross, and that 
mid way between these points there is 1 considerable space where they are nenr+ 
ly at the same distance. ‘Pherefcre, the days must lengthen and shorten most 
pidly at the equinoxes, and be for some little time of nearly equal lengths 
et mid sunimer wod wid winter. 

The different tluration of the day, and the different heights of the aun, are 
the causes of those variations of natural heat which'ro Leautifuily divergily the

conspired against bis son, HUBEEA OotLal Kan, and seizing hia person, by thrents of blowing 





him from a Gun, induced his mother to deliver up the residne of Azeem Khnn’s immense wealth, 
Eyoon's sou was killed in these disputes and he himself alarmed by these scenes of violence fled

He was appointed to the Gorernment of 
Oude in 1719 on the accession of MenAweD Swan to the throne of Delhi, He had no son, and 
was, therefore, succeeded by his nephew_and son-in-law. Munsoos ALLY KHAN, who took {he 
title of Supnsr JuNc, He was succeeded by Suz-uL DowLA, who was aguinsucceeded by 





‘Agoru-up-puwLa. On the death of Asera-co-Dowts without any male issne, bis spurious sour 
Vizier ALtY, assumed the reins of government, but his illegitimacy being discovered, he was 
after a reign of four mouths deposed, and SaapuT ALLY Kaan, the brother of Asoru-vb DowLs 
asceuded#ae musnud on the 21st of January, 1798. He died in 1814 and was succeeded by big 
Bon,Gwa: -vp.p1gn Hyuge, who relingnished (be title of New ib, in 1819 and assumed that of _ 
King; he ted in [627 and wus succeeded by his son Sua Zeaan, who assumed the titles of « Hig

The family namo of the (said to be) deposed King of Burmah, or that given to him by bis 
Grand father, a Maung Khaung,but it is not considered respectful (o mention this uame, Having 
obtained ag an appanage, and held until he assumed the throne, the rich District of Tharawadi, 
which cantaina the principal teak foresis in the country, he was always styled Tharawadi, 
Meng tba, or Prince of Tharawadi, He was born on Wednesday the gth of September 1786, 
and be is therefore now (Ist January 1844) in bis 50h year. His father was the Heir apparent 
{o the (one when Colonel Symes visited Amarapara, and,whom that officer calls Engg 
Teekien, more properly, Ain-ye-thokhen, or Ain-ye-Meng, Lord or Prince of the Eastera 
House, His Grand father wes Colonel Symes's Minderagse, more property Meng-dara-gyes 
he Great King of Rizhteousuess, me of tue titles borne by the Kings of Burmab : but his 
Subjects now refer to him as Pho-dau-gyee, the great royal Grand-fater, or Badoun Toakhen, 
the Lord of Badoun, the town which he had held before he came to the throne, He died on 
the Gth June [319 nnd was succeeded by (he present King’s Eller Brother once known ae 
Tsn gaiu-meng.tha, Prince of ‘sagain, with (he family name of Maung Tsen, the anme who éne 
giged in war with the British Government, aud who was dethroned by the present monarch i 
the month of April 1857, 


In Juue 1837 the deposed King deserted bis Brother's Capital of Avamwbich bas now become. 
amin, and proceeded sixty miles fo the northward, with the ostensible object of building a 
new cify there, but in realily fur the purpose of escaping from the British resident, for on the 
withdrawal of that officer, the Kiug returned, and established himself in bis Grand-fother'’s city 
of Ainarapura, which is now again the Capital of te country. 


By hie principal Queen he has a grown up son and daughter, the formor now styled Tannge 
dweng-gysung Mengtha, Prince of Taung-dweng-gyaung, and the latter highly skilled im 
Burmese science, particularly astrulogy. By bia uvmerous inferior Queens he has soveray 
other children, the priacipal of whom isa bold, spirited character, formerly named T 
gyee, but since bia father's accession to the (Lrene styled, from the town te revenues of which 
he enjoys, Pye Meng-tba or Prince of Prome, Besides him, and the King’s Uncle, the Phis 
Josoplier-Priace of Mekkbara, the Lhwottan or grand council of the kingdom now cousists of four 
Woongyces, two of whom are, Maung Shwe-za, who was Governor of Rangoon during 
Major Canuing's mission in 1811-82 and Maung Dauk-kyeo, who held the same office when 
Colonel Benson was deputed to the Court of Avain 1833, 





Shortly after ihe present king seized the throne, he put to death the tate Monarch‘a ouly son, 
the Tsokxa Meng, bis principal Queen, ber Brother Meng-tha-gyee, or the great Prince, and 
most of {he ministers and Chief officers of the tate Govemment,, The tife of the late Monarch 
however, lias been spared and he is not ill-trented excepting in heing kept a8 a state prisoners 
The country is stated to be in a very unsettled stale, and there is now no Burmeso oficer of 
superior rank and authority to the southward of the Capital, Every town and atmoat village has 
ite own petty governor independent of sli interference excepting from the Court itself, Come 
mercial specaiations also are hazardous, particularly ae the present King has endeavoured to 
Testroy lis principal Sea-port town of Rangoon, where British subjects are now not sure of proe 
tection and freedom from officinl exactions and molestation ; and it is very importani-thet it 
should be generally known, that thc Government of India declined to interfere whe came 
plaint was submiited to it by a British Commander of illusage a Rangoon. Alu rugh the 
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relations of the British Government with the present King continue in an unsatisfactory state 

‘ud wo British Officer resides in Rurmab, there is no ground for supposing that he entertains tho. 
aroallest idea of risking a war with us. On the contrary, strong bopes may now be entertained, 

a€ (wo of the most riolent of the war party, the King’s Son Tait-teng-bbyn, and the Mya-wado 

Woongyee, have been recently catried off by Chotern, that the convenience and advantage of 

re-eatablishing amicable relations with the Britis: Government will be acknowledged by the 

King of Burmeb.

OP. THE REGISTRY OF SUIPS, 


One great object of the reuistry acts, of which several exleted previous to 
thet now in force, has beer coufine and secu e to Britich-nuilt ships tha 
priviteges conferred on them by the Navivation laws. For this purpose, all 
which ure not registered as euch are excluded from the enjoyment of those 
privileges, The other prineipal objects have been, to make simple, easy, and 
aecures the trausfer of ships by sale, mortgage, &., aud to enable parties to 
fevertuin, by means of a public register, the ownership of them. The ouly 
Act now ia urge ig 8& D Viet. ¢.

® In the case of the King v. Dixon, the defendant was brought up to receive the 
sentence of the court on the motion of the attorney-general, having admitted judg- 
ment to go by default, on an information charging him with a misdemeanour under, 
the navigation laws. 1t appeared that the defendant had been appointed n-aster of 
& transport in the service of government, named the Robert and Ann, succeeding a 
erson of the name of Newman; but, in consequence of haste in going to sea on 
foreign service, he had neglected to obtain the necessary memorandum of indorse- 
Meat on the certificate of registry required by the statute in all {cases where the 
mastet of the ship is changed, When he discovered this omission, he placed 
upon the hack of the certificate or registry the names of one of the conptrollers, 
a Mr, Williams, and of the registrar of the custome. On bis return, to port, ha 
put this very document into the hands of Mr. Williams, whose name it appeared 
to bear. The court sentenced the defendant.to pay a fine of 50/.—King’s Bench,

§ 26. Where a builder gave a certificate of this nature, in which he declared, 
that the general property of the ship was vested in his customes ; it was held, that 
he stil! had the right to detain the ship till the whole of the Price was paid. — Wood 
v, Russell, 5 B. & A, 942. 


§ 80.—A party with whom the certificate of registry has been depostted, to 
secure advances for the use of the ship, can support his claim to detain it in an 
action af tiover biought by the owner. And it seems that such a detention, is not 
@ wilful detention within the meaning of the Act.—Bowen v. Foz, }0 B. gC. 
41. Avconviction under this section for not delivering the certificate to the 
officers of the customs must state that they were the proper officers, and why the 
cettificate was required.— Rez. v, Walk 1 A. § E.481.

An Act to make certain Amendments in the Articles of War for the Governs 
ment of the Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military Service of the 
Bast India Company. . 


Whereas it is expedient to make certain Amendments in the Articles of War . 
rovided by Act XX. of 1844, for the Government of the Native Officers and 
- Botdiere in the Military Service of the East India Company, and for the Admi- . 
nistration of Justice by Courte Martial to be holden on such Officers and 
Soldiers> 
‘~~, Ibis therefore hereby enacted, that from and after the Fitet day of 
March 1848, the Articles of ‘Var provided by Act XX. of 1846, sre repealed. 


II. And it is enacted, that the following Articles of War shall fram and 
after the said day be the Articlea of War for the Government of the said Native 
Officers and Soldiers in the Military Service of the said Company, and for the 
AdmInistration of Justice by Courts Martial to be holden on such Officers and 
Soldiers. Provided always that all crimes and offences committed against the 
Articles of War provided by Act KX. of 1845 aforesaid may be inquired of and 

= punished in like manner as if they had been committed against the Articles of 
Tar herety provided; und thatovary Warrant tor helding any-Oourt Martial 
under the Articles of War provided by the Act XX. of 1843 aforesaid shall 
remain in.full force notwithstanding the repeal of such Articles; and that all 
Proceedings of any Court Martial pon any trial begun under such Articles, 
. thalt not be discontinued by the repeal of the same, . 


ARTICLES OF WAR, 


SECTION I. 


Of Inlisting and Discharges. 


Article 1.—B:ery Recruit, prior to being enrolled in bis Regiment, shall

Article 69.— For offences committed on the Line of March, or on board any 
Ship or other Vessel, the Officer in Command of the Troops is hereby authorized 
to try any Soldier by a Regimental, or Detachment Court Martial, aud to coutirm 
and execute the Sentence on the apot; 

Provided that auch Sentence shali in no ease exceed that which a Regimental 
Court Martial is competent to award ; and tat the proceedings held in al) such 
eases shall be transmitted for the information of the Commander in Chief.

Administration of Justice. - 


Article 70,— Whenever any Officer or Soldier shall commit a crime deserving 

punishment by Conrt Martial, he shall, ty his Commanding Officer, be pat under 
arreat, if an Officer or Non-Commissioned Officer ; or if a Soldier, bs confined , 
until he shall be either tried by a Court Martial, or shall be lawfully diecharged 
by a proper authority ; and no Officer or Soldier who stall be gurin such arrest 
or confinement shall continue in his confinement longer thau may be actually 
unavoidable, 

And auch process of arrest or confinement, or an attempt to effect such 
process, ahiali inno case be omitted where it may be practicable ;—but where 
resistance may be made, or from other circumsiances such process may be imprac- 
ticable, the offuuder or off-nders shall be linble to trial and punialiment at any 
aaberquent period, within the limitations provided in these Articles of War. 

Article 71,—No persan shall be liable to be tried or punished for any offence 
against these Articles, which shail appear to have been committed more than 
three years previaus to the order directing the assembly of the Court Mertiut 
whereby he is to be tried, unless the person accused, by reasou of his absenting 
himeelf, or some other manifest impediment, shall not have been amenable to 
justice within that period ; in which case such person shall be liable to be tried, 
alany time not exceeding tog years after the impediment shail have ceased, 

Article 72.—Any person amenuble to these Articles of Wur, whe may com- 
mit any offence against the same, may be tried and punished for such offence in 
any place within the Brilish Territories, or elsewhere, where he may have come 
after the commission of the offence, in the same manner as if the offence had been 
committed where such trial shall take place, 

Article 73.—The Conmander in Chie at the Presidencies of Port William, 
Fort Saint George, and Bombay respectively for the time being, may appoint 
General or other Courts Murtial, aud confirm, and mitigate or commute, of 
remit the Sentences of such Courts; und may iasue his Warrant to any General 
os other Officer having the Command of a Body of Troops in tha service of Her 
Majesty, or of the Kust India Company, empowering such Officer to appoint 
General, or District, or Garrison Courts Martial agoccasion may require, for the 

* trial of offences committed by any of the Officers, or Soldiers, or Followers in the 
service of the said Company, being Natives of the East Indies, or of other places 
within the limits of the said Company’s Charter, and to confirm, and mitigate or 
commute, or remit the sentences of such Courts Martial, 

Article 74.—A General Court Martia! shall not cousist of less than thirteen 
Commissioned Officers, unless it be held out of the East India Company's 
‘Territories, where such Cour! Martial may consist of seven Commissioned Officers, 
if a greuter number cannot be conveniently avsembled, And no sentence of a 
General Conrt Martial shall be pat in execution until after a report shall have 
been mate of the whole proceedings tothe Commander in Chief, or to some other 
person duly authorized to confirm the sume, aud uutil bis directions shull have 
been signified thereupon, 








Powers of a Generat Court Martial. 


* Article 75.—A General Court Martial may sentence any Officer or Soldier. 
to Death or Transportation, for any crimes which are by these Articles of War 
expressly made“iable to sentence of Death or Transportation, and Yor such crimes 
only. s 

And when a Commissioned Officer shal! be convicted of any offence, of whick 
the punishment is not defined in these Articles of War, or is left discretionary, a 
General Court Martial may adjudge auch Officer to be Dismissed the seryice ;— 
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or to he Saspended from Rank and Pay and Aliowances, fora atatad period ;—or 
tobe Placed lower on the list of his rank, by an alteration of the date of his 
Comunission, thereby loalng the corresponding benefit of length of service; and 
the Court shall in every such sentence specify the extent or degree of Suspension 
or Reduction. which they shall so udjudge;—or the Court may sentence auch 
Odlieer ta be Reprimanded in such manner ay the Commander in Chief may direct. 

And a General Court Martial may sentence any Non-Coumissioned Olicer 
to he Reduced to the ranks ;—or may sentence any Non-Commiasioned Officer or 
Soldier to be Dismissed the service ;—or*to be Placed lower in the list of the 
rank which he haids (which shali not favolve auy forfeiture of service or other 
advantage, except that of standing,) or may sentence any Soldier to suffer Corporal 
Punishwent not exceeding ff ty lashes; —or Imprisonment with or without bard 
labour not exceeding fwo years ;—and to be kept in solitary confinement for any 
portion or portions of such Uinprisonment, not exceeding twenty-eight days ati 
time, nar eighty-four days in any one year, with intervals between the periods of 
solitary confinement, af not less duration thin such periots of solitary confinemént, 
Provided that no Soldier shall bz kept in solitary confinement more than ei: 
four days in any one year, whether by the sentence of one or more Courts, 
or by order of his Commanding Officer, 

And a General Court Martial may, in addition either to Corporal Punishment, 
or to Imprisonmant, as atoreanid, sentence a Soldier to Forfeiture of all a 
asto additional Puy and to Pension on discharge, which might have otherwige 
acerned from the length or nature of his former service ; or to Forfeiture of suck 
advantage absolutely, whether it might have accrued from past service, or might 
accrue from fulure service, according to the nature of the case, for disgraceful 
conduct. 

Aad a General Court Martial may, in addition to the punishment of Dismissal, 
sentence any Officer or Soldier to forfeit his arrears of Pay and Allowances due 
at the time of his discharge, or such proportion thereof as may be required, to 
make good any lossor damage arising out of his misconduct ;—And, in addition 
to any punishment not involving Diamiesal from the service, may sentence any 
Officer or Soldier to be put ander Stoppages not exceeding two-thir's of his Pay 
and Allowances in the case of un Ottiver,and not exceeding half of bis Pay and 
Allowances in the case of a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier, until the 
amount of such loss or damage be made good. .

Confirmation and Commutation of Sentence by the Commander in Chief. 














Article 76 —In cases wherein a Sentence of Death shall have been awarded 
by a General Court Mariial, for any offence against discipline for which sentence 
of Death awardable under these Articles of War, the Commander in Chief may 
confirm such Sentence and canse it to be carried into effeet,or may, inetead of 
causing such Sentence to be carried into effect, order ths offender, if an Offlcer, 
to be Transported for life, or to be Linprisoned tor any term of years, or to ba 
Diamlased ; and, if a Soldier, to be Transported for life, or to be Imprisoned with 
or without Hard Labour either for life, or for a certain term of years, and with 
or without solitary confinement, (to be regulated as aforesuid,) as to the Com- 
mandér in Chief may seem meet. 

In cases of Commissioned (ficers Sentenced toa Transportation, the Com- 
mander in Clilef may in lien thereof order the offender to be imprisoned for any 
term of years, or to be Disiwissed. And in cases of Commissioned Officers 
Sentenced to he Dismissed from the service, the Commander in Chief may, 
Heu of auch Punishment, direct, that the offender be Suspended from Rank 
Pay and Allowances fora certain period, to be distinctly epecified by the Com- 
mander in Chief. 

And the Commander in Chief may eammute a Sentence of Transportation 
passed ona Soldier, to Imprisonment with or without Hard Labour, and with or 
withour Solitary Confinement to be regulated as aforesaid) ; and such Imprison 
ment may be either for the same period for which Transportation shail have been 
awarded, or for any lesser period. 

And the Commander in Chief may commute a Sentence of Corpor? Punish+ 
ment to Diinigsal from the service; ar, in the ense of a Non-Cuminiasioned 
Officer, may nutigate sech Sentence to Reduetion to the ranks; arin the ense of 
a& Non-Commussioned ¢ flicer or Soldier may comrute such Sentence to Imprison- 
Ment withont Hard Gabour, and with or without Solitary Confiuement (to be 
regulated wa aforesaid,) for any period not exceeding two years. 
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In cases of Non-Commissioned Officers Sentence to be Dismissed from the 
service, the Commander in Chief may, in lieu of auch pauishment, direct that the 
offender be Reduced to the ranks, or placed Jower in the list of the rank which he 
holds; (which shall not involve ans forleiture of service or other advantage, 
except that of standinc.} : 

And in cases of offenders Sentenced to Imprisonment with Hard Labour, 
the Commander in Chief ‘many mitigate such Sentence by causing the offender to 
-be Reduced to the ranke, in the case of a Non-Commissioned Officer; in the 
ease of a Non-Commmisaioned Officer or Soldier by directing that he be missed 
from the aervice; or auffer Imprisonmert without Hard Labour, and with or 
without Solitary Confinement, (to be regutated aa uforesaid,) for any period not 
exceading that for which he shall have been Sentenced to such Imprisonment 
with Hard Lahour. 

Article 77.—A District, or Garrison Court Martial shall consist of not less 
than Seven Commissioned Officers, except ia situations where that nutwber 
cannot be conveniently assembled, when anch Conrt may conalet of not Jeas than 
Five Commisainned Officers. And such District, or Garrison Court. Mastial may 
be comapsed of Officers of tha same Regiment, and shal! be assembled in confor- 
mity with the orders of the Commander in Chief. 

And the sentence of a District, or Garrison Conrt Martial shall be confirmed 
by the Cammander in Chief, or by some Officer duly authorized to contirm the 
sante. 








Commutation of Sentence. 


And tha Commander in Cheif is empowerad to remit, or mitigate, or commute 
the Sentenves of ench Courts Martial. in the same manner as the Sentences of 
General Courts Martial; and to delegate to’ or withhold from Commanding 
Ofticera the power of convening such Court Martial, and of confirming remitting, 
mitigating, or commuting the Sentences of such Courts (not including forfeiture 
of pry or pensions or other advantage), a8 the Commander in Chief may deem 
to be moat expedient. 

Aud incase of any Sentence, including forfeiture of additional Pay or of 
Pension on Discharge, or of any prospective advantage, such Sentence shall 
not be carried into effect until confirmed by the Commander in Chief; and all 
forfeitures of any present or prospective advantage shall be restorable by the 
aucoe authority, 


Powers of District or Qarrision Court Martial. 


* Article 72,—A istriet or Garrison Court Martlal may Sentence any 
Non-Commissioned Otticer to be Reduced to the ranke,—or may Sentence any 
Non: Commissioned (tiicer or Soldier to be Disrnissed from tha Service; or to be 
placed lower in the list of the rank which he holds (wliich shall not involve any. 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except that of standing 3) or may 
Sentence any Soldier to sutfar Corporal Punishment not ‘exceeding Afty Lashes; 
or Impriaonment with or without Hard Labour not exceeding one year, and to be 
kept in Solitary Confinement (to be regnnted ag aforesnid.) 

And such Court Martial may, in addition either to Corporal Punishment or 
to Imprisonment vs atoressid, Sentence a Soldier to forteltare of all advantage 
as to additional Puy, and to Pension on Discharge, which might have otherwise 
accrued from the length or uature of hls former service, or to forfelture of such. 
advantage absolutely, whether it might have accrued from past service, or might 
pectte from future service, according to the nature of the case, for disgraceful 
conduct. 

And auch Conrt Martial may, in addition tothe punishment of Dismissal, 
Sentence any Non Commissioved Oilicer or Soldier to forfeit bis arrears of Pay 
and Allowanees due at the time of his dischurge, or such proportion thereof ag 
muy be required to make cood any loss or damage arising out of his misconduct ; 
and in addition to any punishment not involving Dismissal from the service, 
may Sentence any Nan- Commissioned Offi-er or Soldier tobe put under -toppayes 
not exceeding halt of his Pay and Allowances, untill the amount of auch Joss 
or daimaze be mage good, 

- Article 78.—A Reimental Court Martial shall consist of not leas than Five 
Commissioned Officers, (unless it be found imprecticable to asseruble that number, 
when Three may be sufficient:) and shall be assembled by order of the Officer 
Commanding the Regiment. And uo Sentence of a R-gimeutal Court Martial

shall be of force until the Commanding Officer shall have confirmed the same. 
Provided that such Commanding Officer shull have power to remit all Sentences 
whatever passed by aueh Court, and thereupon to cause the offender to be released 
and to return to hia duty.

And auch Commanding Officer shati have power to confirm and carry into 
effect or to mitigate ail Sentences whatever passed by such Court; andto com- 
mute a Sentence of Corporal Punishment .o Imprisonment without Hard Labour, 
and with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be regulated as aforesaid,) for any 
period for which such Conrt is competent to Sentence an offender to suffer Im 
prisonment and in the same manner ; and (to mitigate a Sentence of Dismissal 
in the case of a Non-Commissioned Officer, ta Reduction to the Ranks ;—and to 
commute a Sentence of Imprisonment with Hard Labour, to Dismissal ; or 
to mitigate such Sentence to Reduction to the Ranks; or to Imprisonwent 
withoat Hard Labour. 





Power of @ Regimental Conrt Martial. 


* Article 80.—A Regimental Court Martial may sentence any Non-Com- 
miasionad Officer to be Reduced to the ranks ;—or may sentence any Non-Com- 
missioned Otticer or Soldier to be dismissed from the service ;~or to be placed 
lower in the list of the rank which he holds (which shal! not involve any forfei- 
ture of service or other advantage, except that of standing,)—-or may Sentenca 
any Soldier to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceeding fifty lashes ; ot Im= 
prisonment, with or without hard labour, for any period not exceeding sic 
entendar months ; and to be kept ins solitary confinement (to be regulated ag 
aforesaid 

Any duck Court Martial may, in addition to the punishment of Dismissal, 
Sentence any Non-Commiesioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit hia arrears of Pay 
and Allowances due at the time of his discharge, or such proportion thereof as 
may be.required to mike good any loss ordumaye arixing out of his misconduct; 
and in addition to any punishment notinvalving not Dismisaal from the service, 
may Sentence any Non-Commissionead Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages 
not exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until the amount of ench joss 
or damage be made good. 

Article 61.—An Officer Commanding any Detachment of his own Regi« 
ment, may assemble Regimental Detachwent Courts Martial ;—and an Officer 
Commanding a Detactiment consisting of men of different Corps, may assemble 
Detachment or Line Courts Martial ;-—and all such Courts ghall be constituted 
in the eam- manner as Regimental Courts Martial ander the provisions of these 
Articles of War, and shail have the like powera. 

And the provisions of these Articles of War relating to Courts Martel held 
in Regiments, shall be taken to apply to Courts Murtial held in Detachments, in 
all practicable cases, 

Provided that no Officer on detached Command of Jess than four Troops or 
Companies, or of Detachments numerically equal to four Troops or Companies, 
aud not being onthe line of march or on bourd any ship or other vessel, shall 
earty into effect any punishment awarded by a Court Martial held by his order, 
until the Sentence shalt havé been confirmed by the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment to which the offender belongs, or by the nearest Superior Officer 
holding a Command of not less than a Regiment’;—(who is hereby anthorized 
to confirm the same, in like manner, as an ‘}fticer Commanding a Regiment is 
empowered to do;)—Except in detached situations beyond Sea or ont of the 
British Territories, or when on Service in the field, or in cases where on immediate 
example is necessary and reference cannot be made to such Commanding or 
Superior Oticer without detriment tothe Service; when the Officer Commanding 
auch detachment may exercise the powers which are vested in an Officer Com- 
manding a Regiment, 

Article 82. -At all Courts Martial, it shall be competent to the Officer 
convening the Court to instruct the Court, that, should the Prisoner be found 
guilty, and Imprisonwent form @ part of the Sentence, no portion of the 
Imprisonment should be Solitary ;—or, should Corporal Punishic ont be awardable 
to the offende-, that it shall not 8e awarded in the particular case; and the Court 
will govern itself accordingly ; and such instraction shall be in writing, aud 
shali be attached to the proceedings of the Court, 
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Article 83,—In every sentence of Death awarded hy a General Court Mar- 
tial, the Court shall specify that the offender shall “suffer death by being hunged 
hy the neck until he be dead,” or “by being shot to death,” as the Court in 
their discretion shail deem expedient; and such sentence, if confirmed, shail be 
carried into effect accordingly.

And wherever any sentence of a Court Martial shall adjadge Imprison + 
ment with hard lubour, or with So itary confinement, or bath, or whenever tha 
sentence of @ Court Martial shall he commuted to any atich Imprisonment, it 
shall be the duty of every Judge, Magistrate, Sheriff, or other Ofticer in charee 
ofa Jnil, to give effect to such sentence, on the offender heing delivered into hia 
cnstoly, anton being furnished with a copy of the sentence by the Officer Com= 

*aginding the Stacion or Regiment or Detachment, within which the trial is held. 

Article & —Whevever any Soldier shall be sentenced to Imprisonment for 
life, or a sentence of Denth shall be commuted to Imprisonment for life, It ahall 
he lawfal for the Commander in Chief to order such offender to be Transporter 
he yond sea for life, and snch order shall thereupon be made. unleas there should be 
apecial reasons indnciug the Commander in Chief to think such prisoner not a 
proper subject for Transportation, 

Article 86,—Persous sentenced to [mprisonment hy Courta Martinl shall be 
imprisoned in any public pr sou or in any other fit place which the Commander ia 
Chief shall fram time to time direct. 

Article 87.—Every Soldier sentenced to Jmprisonment with bard Jabour, 
shall, previons to undergoing suck punishment, he atrack the strength of his 
Corpa from the date of continmation of such sentence ; and m. Soldier who has 
undergone sach punishment for any period shall be capable of Maing re admitted 
in the ranks, of of receiving pension on discharge, ‘ 

Articl: 83.—Offenders sentenced to Dismiasal for disgraceful conduct , 

Anil offenders subject to Corporal Punishment, or to linprigonment with hard 
labour for disgraceful conduct shall, on any such sentence being confirmed, be 
Dismissed with Lznominy. é 

Article 89.—1n every case wherein a fine, or forfeiture of arrears of fay, or 
stoppages shall be adjudged hy a Court Martial, any pay or pablic money due ta 
the offender, or that may becowe tne to him, shall be available, with the sunce 
tion of the Commander in Chief, for the payment of the amount 80 adjndged. 

Ant no Soldier sentenced to pay a fine or to stoppages to make a good any 
Joss ar damage arising ont of his misconduct, shall be continued under forfeiture or 
stoppage anier any one auch sentence for any period exceeding one year; and 
Ho Soldier shull be at any one time placed ander forfeiture or stoppages excead ing 
in the whale the amount of half ot his Pay and Allowances, nor be liable}to be 
pit ander stoppages prospectively while actually ander stoppages tothe amount 
of half of his Pay and Allowances, 








Forms of Proceedings. 


Article 90.—Trial by Courts Murtial may be carried on between the hours of 
six in the morning avd four in the afternoon, and not otherwise, except in cases 
which may require an immediate example, 

Article 91,— At General Courta Murtiala Judge Advocate, cr an European 
Officer of not leas than ten years service, shuil ba appointed to conduct the pro- 
ceedings. 

Atall Courts Martial inferior to General, an European Officer of not lesa than 
Tour years standiug in the service,except in cases where no Olficer of that stand- 
ing may be available, or the Adjutant of the Regiment, shall be appointed to 
conduct the proceeding. 

Artitle 92.—An_ Interpreter shall he appointed to all Conrta Martial 3 and 
any Interpreter or otber competent persons liable at (he Station where the Court 
Martiat may sit sball be appointed aa occasion may require by the -Ofticer Com- 
manding at sich Station, on application from (ie tudze Advocate or Superin- 
tending Officer ut such Court Martial. But in gituations where the services of 
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an Tnterpreter or other competent peraon are not available, ihe Superintending 
Ontcer at the Court Martial shall perform the daty of Interpreter. 

‘Article 03.—At ei! ourts Martial the Senior Officer shall sit as President 
without being eo appointed by Warrant. Provided that all Subadar Majors are 
to take precedence aceording to tha dates of their Commissions, and above all 
Native Olficera holding the rank of Subadar or Jemadar, and that Sirlar 
Bahadnorsand Bahadoors shall rank only according to their respective Comgpissions 
of Subadar Major, Subadar, or Jemadar. Rissaldara, and Rissaidar will take 
rank with Subadars, and Naib Rissaldare with Jemadars, according to the dates 
of their respective Commissions. 2 

Tn case of the death or unavoidable absence of the President, the next Senior 
Member shall take the place of President, and the trial shall proceed. provided 
that the Court shail still consist of at least the number of Membera of which such 
Court is directed to consist by these Articles of War. 

Article 94,—No Finding or Sen ence of a Court Martial shall be revised 
more than once, and no Rvidence shall be received on such revision. For the 
purpose of such revision the Presidentand all the Members shall be convened 
if possible, Butif any of them should be unsvoidably absent, the remaining 
Members may proceed with auch revision, provided they are uot fewer than the 
smallest number directed in these Articles respectively. When all tha same 
Members do not meet, the circumstances are to be duly certitied on the face of 


the proceedings. 












Manner of Voting. 


Article 95.—All the Members of a Court Martial are to preaerva order, 
and in giving their votes upon all matters are to begin with the youngest; 
and in all eases where a sentence of death may not he aweried, the dicision 
thall be by the majority of Members present, provided the number of Mem: 
hers present be not less than thar required by the proceeding Articles; but 
fn cave of an equality of votes, the decision shail he in favor of the prisoner ; 
the President ata Court Martial shal! vote with the other Members, but shalt 
have no casting vote. Provided, that in cases of an equality of votes upon other 
questions than the finding and the sentence, the President shall have a casting 
vote. 

‘Article 96.—No sentence of death shallbe given against any offender hy a 
Court Martial, unless two-thirds of the Members preseut concur therein, or four 
where the Court consist of five Members, or five where the Court consist of seven, 





Affirmations, 


Article 97.—On the assembly of a Court Martial, the Judge Advocate or 
Superintending Buropean Officer shull administer to the Interpreter the following 
Solemn Affirmation +

his Assistant should not see the offender actually commit thet crime, but that 
sufficient proof can be established of the offender's guilt, a Report shall be mada 
to the Commander of the Army inthe Field, who is hereby emvowered to deal 
with the case as he may deem most conducive tothe maintenance of good Order 
and Military Discipline. The duties of Provost Marahalg being limited to the 
patnishiaent-of offenders whom they may detect in the actual commission of any 
crime; (he General Coinmanding the Farces in the Fiald will cause them to 
exercisse the powers entrusted to them in sneh manner arid'under such circumstan. 
oes as he muy consider hest calculated to prevent and instantly to represa crimes 
injurious to the Diseiptine of the East India Company’s Army and the Public 
Service. % 


Trial by European Courte Martial. 


Article 101.—At any Presidency where the Native Troons have hitherto 
been suthorized to claim to be tried by European Courts Martial, every persons 
amenable to these Articles of War, and who may be unser ordera for trial by 
a Court Martial, shall have the right to claim to he tried by European Officers ;

To enable the Commissioners who may be appointed under Act XVI, of 1847 
to purchase and hold real or personal property for the Intprovement of 
the Town of Caloutta, 

Whereas by Act XVI. of 1847, entitled an Act for con-titating Commias 
sioners far the Improvement of the Town of Calcutta, partly by appointment 
of the Government and partly by election of the Rate-payera, provision was 
anade for the appointment and election of such Commissioners, or in default of 
election, for the appointment of the whole of such Commissioners; - 
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And whereas it is expedient, that provision ehould be made to enable such 
Commissioners to purchase and hold real or personal property for the purposes 
aforesaid in manner hereinafter mentioned: 

And whereas it is probable that benevolent and public spirited individuals, 
with the view of contribating to the improvement and adornment of the said 
Town may be desirous of settling real or peraonal property by Dead or Will 
upon soch Commissioners: 

- It is therefore enacted, that the said Commiasioners shall.be Trustecs 
for and on hehalf of the Government of Fort William in Bengal, and of tha 
inhabitants of Calcutta, and shall sue and be sued at Law and Ia Equity In Her

When the Agent shal! have duly acconnted to the Governor of Fort 
St George in Council, for all monies received and paid by him in his administra~ 
tion of the revenues of the said Jagheer, and shall have received, by order of 
the said Governor in Conncil, a discharge in full of ajl cla‘: against him for 
toch administration. neither he nor any of his Assistants shai. be liable to give 
any further account, or to be queationed for the same or any part thereof in, any 
Court of Justice, .

V. Nothing in this Act contained shail he deemed to waive or abate any 
part of the paramount authority and controul of the East India Company over 
the said district, or of the Sovereign authority of the British Government.

155, annexed to your list of civil aervants, dated 3}ut May, 1844, 
that according to your constraction of that act, a civil servant may, now, upon his 
arrival ip India, receive £300 a year, but this is most assuredly a mistake, the act 
ahovementioned has shortened the period two years, which it was required previe 
ously to the passing of that act, for a aeevant to bave resided in India to enable 
him to receive more than 1,600, 3,000, or 4,000 pounds a year; but it has vot 
shortened the period which it waa required previonsly thereto, for a servant 
have resided as abovementioned, to enable him to receive more than £500 a year ; 
consequently that remains the sane as it was hefore the act of the 63d waa padied 
namely three years. Allowing, with respect to the servants educated at Hertlord 
college, the time not exceeding two years, passed in that institotion after they mers

“The inetpceeation put upon the Reyolution relating to the claim of servants who bad been 
compelled by il! bealth to go te Europe before completing 10 years service in India, ton furlough, 
after they should have served that period, had been considered doubtful. It has Vitiig 4 
ruled by the Home Government thet in the’ event of such parties preferring an applicatian tor 
leave of absence on private affuirs after completing the prescribed term of service, it will be 
hin the discretion of the lucal Government to comply therewith, always having reference 
buwever to the wants of the public service. But it is only in cases in which parties may be com. 
pelled by Hil health after 10 years service to go to England a secoud time, that they are entitled to 
any pecuniary allowance for such second absence, and then only to the difference between £800 
pet anmun fur three years, and the amount drawn during their first absence, :

By an: order of government, general department, dated Ind Octoher 18238, 
travelling allowance was restricted to cases af juining a first appointment and the 
same rule wns extended to chaplains, medical and ather officers. That rule has 
exceptions however in apecial casen ander authority from an order of government. 

Fonior officers having once drawa the allowance for n near station on the firat. 
trip, have heen considered entitled to a further allawance on removal, when not at 
their own wish, bnt by express order of government, thence to a remoler station, 
But if Mr. 4, B. draws travelling allowance for Midnapore and not liking that 
station after reaching it requests to he sent on to Cottack, he will not receive any 
travelling allowance for the distance hetween Midnapore and Cattack. 

. By a resolotion dated Ist June 1830, the civil Auditor was directed to fix the 
tater of travelling allowance with reference to the rates in uae at the poat office, 
They were nignitied at 8 anna per mile with exception to the Delhi and Onde di:

These rates generally governed the grant of travelling allowance, and wera 
calculated hy a table of distances printed hy the post master general which also 
gave the additional charges made for certain routes direct from Ca'entta, the frona 
distances alan were ascertained by ayerial application to the rame authority. Since 
the publication of captain Taylor’s Tables, however the distancea exhibited therein,

The following extract from a resolution hy the hou'ble the president in council 
under date 20th March, 1839, communicated to the Bengal government is 
published for general information. 

Extract from the proceedings of the hon'ble the president of the council of India 
in council in the financial deprrtment, dated the 20th March 1839. :

29th, ‘Phe only class of officers regnaining to be noticed is that of independent 
jofot magistrates and collectors, who hive alwaya bee appointed at ont-slations, 
Of these there are at present nine, of whom five receive 18,010 per annom, and 
four 12,000. If in order to follow ont the principle laid down by the hon'ble court 
ithe deemed necexsary to equalize these allowances, aud consequently it should 
be determined to place them all onthe seate of 13,0 0, there will be an excesa 
of 8000 beyond the amount vequired to raise the Mer salaries which may be 
added to the allowances of the magistrate-cullectors, makiog a further addition

CONSTRUCTION OF ACT REUARDING LIMIT SALARIES, 








Extract from a public general letter from the Hon'ble the Court of Diviié» 
‘ tors, dated the lath June 1816. . 


Para, 20. We perceive by the abstract of the act of the 53rd of his ore- 
sent majesty, chapter 165, annexed to your list of givil servants, dated 3lst May 
1814, that accordingly to your construction of that act, a civil servant may 
now upon his arrival in India receive 26,50 a year, but this is“most assuredly 
a mistake, the act above mentioned has shortened the peried two years 
which was required previously to the passing of that act far a Be 
vesided in India lo enable him to receive more than 1,500, 3,000 or 4,000 
pounds a year; hutithas not shortened the period which it wae required pre- 
viously thereto for a servant to have resided as ahove mentioned to ennble him to re- 
ceive more than £600 a year, consequently that remains the same as it wags before 
the act of the 53d was passed, namely, three years allowing with respect to the 
seevant's edneation at Herlfart college, the time not exceeding two years passed 
in that institution alter they were seventeen, to be considered as time passed in 
India, and this will be your guide in future, * 














NO ONE OFFICE SALARY TO BE PAID TO TWO OPFICERS AT THR SAME’ TIME,” 


The court of direvtora have laid it down asa positive rate that they ‘can ow 
‘no adcount.consent to the salary of an office being issued to two persona. for the 
fname period of time.’

Qn the Taniore commission being placed in abeyance by orders of Joly 1838, 
the salaries of the Commissioners were placed apon the same footing as those of 
Commercial Ofticeca, whose sitnation were abolished consequently upon the with- 
drawal of -the Company from their E. .E. ‘Trade; this gave them three fourths - 
of their previous full salaries, whilst ont of employ, and the remaining } upon 
their nomination to any other office of inferior salary. é 


CARNATIC COMMISSIONER, 

Mr. A; B. holding the above appointment submitted in exnectation of being 
able finally to close the commission on the Ist of September 1839, instead of the 
B0'l af April 1840, the letter being the date that had been fixed for its extinction 
by orders of Angnst Ist, 1838, his title to the full allowance of 3,000 Rs, per 
month for 20 months, to which the appointment had been raised,—and asked 
thet even if he should leave India before April 30th, 1840, an equivalent should 
he paid over to him; and laid stress also npon the fact of his not having taken 
the annual month's leave or his Furlangh, as giving him a claim to draw additionak 
aviary, It was ruled that all such claim and pleas were inadmissible, that the 
month's leave was an indnlgence, not a right; and’ that the zealous. servant who 
worked agsidnonsly and bronght his duties to a close, sooner than anticipated, 
had his reward ina reputation for zeal and -superior -ability, but could not be 
allowed the salary of the additional time, that a less diligent person wonld have 
token to do the same work. Farther the nuance of salary for a period after 
a servant had left India for Enrope is prohibited by act of Parliament.

Whenever a servant altached to one presidency shall have obtained temporary 
employment under another presidency, and shall desire to draw the allowances 
of his substantive office at the place or in the presidency to which he has,heea 
deputed, he shall apply to the Government of bis presidency for an order @ the 
Civil Auditor to graut lim a certificate of-the amonnt salary less deductions, to 
which he ig entitled, and the Civil Aaditor or of the Presidency in which he is 
doing duty shail ov the strength of that cettificnte pass to him a monthly gun 
‘on account, es the Civil pay of the other presidency; the amount ao passed to 
be made payable at the treasury of thgplace where the officer is employed under 
vpon duplicate or triplivate receipts, aml to be adjusted in acconut by the Ac- 
conntant or Accountant General of the presidency, as a remittance to the debt of 
the presidency on account of which it is paid. With respect to divisions of the 
aame presidency, as the Cdilectors of one divisions are in the habit of granting 
Dills on those of ‘ihe other, which are adjusted through the two offices of account, 
the Governor General in Council, adopting the suggestion of the Accountant 
General, determines that when an officer of the N, W. Provinces may be deputed - 
to officiate within those of the Gnvernment of Bengal, or vice versa, the salary 
bil: of his substantive office being transmitted for Andit to the Auditor of the 
proper division, shall by him be forwarded to the Collector of the district where 
it is ordinarily payable, and that officer shall, if it be daly receipted, issne aod 
transmit to the officer a bill for the amount as per audit, payable to the individnal 
at the ‘Preasnry of the place where he may be employed on duty, ‘Such biils 
to be er nted at par without any charge of hoondecsn. 

This complex process is sometimes superseded by taking the certificate of 
the officer himself (upon honor) and by passing a bill with the charge of one 
percent, if coming within the other rates, and that of 9th Jane"1834. 

. The last named runa thus: ‘The Hon'ble the Vice President in Conncil is - 
pleasedto direct that Collectors or other officers in charge of public Treasuries 
shall, on the application of covenanted Civil Officers of Government on leave of 
absence within the limits of the Presidency authorized to deaw their pay from any 
such public treasuries, grant remittance bill for the amount of the allowances of 
such absent officers apon the Revenue Treasuries nenrest the place of which they 
may reside on leave, the bill so granted being however restricted to the net amount 
of pay doe, i, e, minng the several deduction which may be made hy the Civil 
Anditor in favor of Government or on account of funds, &e. which are to be cre« 
dited in the accounts in which the allowances may be chargeable to Government, 
viz. those of the divisions or Zillahs to which the Officers on leave stand appointed.’ 

The bills granted under this rate to Officers who may be on leave on account 
of private affairs will be subjected to a premiom of one percent.

The appointment of writers appears to have been originally established by 
an Act passed in the 2dth sear of his late Majesty Geo, III. Cap. 25, Sec. 49, 
prescribing admissions between the ages of 15 and 22 years. 

The Act 47th of Geo. III. Cap. 68, prescribed the passing of twovears or four 
terma in the College established in England for the education of such persona as 
were intended for the Civil service io India, ‘and so much of the time apent therein 
after the age of 17 years shall be acconoted as time actually apent to India.’ This 
is to qualify them to draw certain salaries under the limitations assigned iu pre~ 
vious Acta. 

Original rank was compnted under an order of the 

General Department, Hon'ble the Court of Directora dated 3d of July, 1795, 

3d July, 1795, . assigned to writers appointed in avy season who at the 

time of appointment were residing in Fnitia, the come

It is also to he remarked that the periods of seniority were in practise cam= 
puted from such duties of original rank reduced by one year below the terms speci- 
fied in the Act; as follows, viz.

To July, 1827, it appeara the Hon'ble Court entered into a farther definition in” 
reference to certain questiona proposod by the Madras Government ; and in these 
words: ‘ Previously to the enactment of 53d Geo. IIT. Cap. 155, it was one prac- 
tice to forward to you Lists of the relative rank of writera appointed from time 
to time to your Establishment: under the anthority of that enactment, regalations 
were framed for the Government of the College of Haileybury, one of which pro= 
vided that the relative Rank of Writers shonld be fixed hy the College Council, 

‘and specifted in the Cailega certificate anbject however to loss of Rank, in the 
event of the Writer failing to proceed to India within a anecified time, The term 
of service as Writer, Factor, Junior and Senior Merchants, haa reference to the 
periods of service spenitied in Paragraph 17 to 19 of the Appendix No. 68, to the 
second renort from the Select Committee of the House of Commons on the coma

PRECEDENCE IN OFFICE. 


The last Act on thie subject makes it lawful for the Government of India to 
Appoint any meritorious civil servant onder the rank of member of council ta 
courts, boards, and other official eatablishment in which several servants hold 
office collectively, and ordains “that such servant shall take precedence at or im 
such coarts, hoarda, &o. according to the seniority of his appointment as a mem= 
ber thereof, although he may hereby not take precedence therein according to the 
seniority of his appointment in the service.”

The Act pasned in the 10th year of Geo. 1V. cap. 1(th extended the privi- 
tegea granted by the Act 47th of Geo, IL. cap. 68 in favor of young men who may

incurred in consequence of his neglect in needlessly delaying to have recourse to 
the means which were available to prevent auch loss. 3. 
Officers in charge of treaauries are to forward along with the half-yeart 

reports on inefficient balances, a aniticient proof that the non adjastmant of ouch 
items had heen joned by circamstances beyond their control, Should any 
One item appear in two successive statements withéut proof being fnrnished that 
an adjnatment had heen applied for, it will be deemed a culpable remissnéss on 
the part of ench officer; and the nmonnt of the item will be deducted from hia 
salary without reference to his having been the disbursing officer or not.

Circamstances having recently came to the knowledge of Government which 
wnggent the expediency of preveating sales of valuable propecty, from being made 
hy the Civil and Military Officers of the honorable company's service to foreign 
princes and chiefs, or to aatives of rank or opulence residing under the protecs 
tion of the British Government, without cur intimation to Goveroment through 
the principal local autharities, of the purposed yale and transfer of such properly 
and the consideration to be received for it. Uis Excellency the Governor Gene- 
ralia council ig pleased to prohibit in future all salea, purchases, and transfer, 
between the Civil and Military servants of Government on the one hand, and 
natives of the description above voticed on the other, of grounds, houses, boats, 
equipages, horses, elephants, plate, furniture, and generally, every description of 
private property exceeding the valne of tive thonsand (5,000) Rupees, without 
the eanction of Government heing previously obtained, onder gach penalties aa 
the ejreninstances of each particular case of disubedience to these orders may 
demand. 

‘The Governor General in Canneil takes this opportunity of adverting to the 
Resolution passed in the Political Department ander date the 17th September 
1831, aud published in General Orders of the 18th of the same month, cantioning

It ia quite impossible to hold commanding officers of Regiments respansi- 
ble for the important charge with which they ere entrusted, if their Jegitimate 
anthority and controul over the members of their corps is not duly maintained 
and anheld. ° 

‘They alone ave the Ait judges in the first inatanee of the merit and claima 
which entitle the officersand Soldiers under their command to indulgence and 
conaideration, and it is conacquentty to their Judgment and ‘Recommendations 
the Commander-in-chicf mainly looks for the information which may enable 
him justly to determine upon the Applications which are submitted for hia 
decision—G@. O. C. C. 21st January +823. 

With reference to the concluding paragraph of General Ordera, dated 21et 
Janowry 1828, the Commander-in-Chief is pleased to direct, that all applications

The Commander-in-Chief takes this oceasion to call the attention of the 
edrmarding Officers of regiments, to the views which [ed him to issue the 
Order under consideration, His object was to be enabled to place in the two 
situations, which, in a native corps he considers to be so important, the Officera 
in each regiment who are really the best calculated tu fill them advantageously, 
and at the same time the most deserving, from their application to thele duties, 
and from their acquirements. 

In making the arrangement, he puts aside every idea of patronage and 
personal favor. 

Having done so, he expects that the commanding officers of regiments 
will do the same, and that no such feelings shall have sway in their minds, or 
lead to their recommendations. sf 

If on any occasion he discovers that such has been the case, or that. any 
ander means have been used to obtaina selection for cither of these appoint- 
meats, the officer guilty of the same will meet His Excellency’a decided repro~ 
bation and discountenance. 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of artillery has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not work as well in the artillery, as in the regiments of’ 
the line, owing to’ the frequent change of subalterns from one battalion to 
another,’ and the unequal‘ distribution of officers, which the exigencies of the 
service require.’

A specific reference having been made to the’ Governor General upon the 
subject of the right of Military mea employed in any civil branch or the army, 
or under the civil Administration of Government, to take Military command 
by virtue of their commissions, when enlitled by seniority to claim the same, 
it has been desmed necessary to lay down a genera! Rule, applicable to the sere 
vice of the three Preaidencies. The following Order has accordingly teen 
passed, with tha eanenrrence of his Excellency the commander-in-chicfof ilis 
Majesty's and of the Hon’ble Company’s forces in India, ~~~ 
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Militaryamen, when holding situations tn any civil branch of the Army, or- 
andcr the cfval Administration of Governm: ut, cannot be allowed to claim or ex- 
ercise the right of command, ag senior officers, by’ virtue of their commissions, 
withoat first resigning and reliuquishing their civil employ or situations. 

The distinetious and advauteges of command are claimable only by those 
who are in the exercise of their profession, may be called upon for Military duties, 
are liable to the privatione and hardships of active service. By eccepting civil 
employ, a military man obtains present ¢xemption from the severer duties of his 
Pp ofession, and generally superior emolaments, he cannot therefore be permitted 
tonnite with the artcantages of this line of service, the Privilege of asserting a 
claim to supersede those, who, in the routine of daty and of promotion become, 
eutitled toa military charge or command. 

The above Order is notintended to apply to officers placed wlth detach- 
Ments, or otlerwise,in the temporary charge of districts by military authority, 
pending operations, although performing civil duties in consequence of such’ an 
appointment. Employmeut of this description may fall to any offeer in the, 
course af bis professional service, and cannot, therefore, be considered to involve 
any forfeiture af military privileges.—G. O. FV. P. 29th July 1831.‘

2d. A Pilot must oct mavea Ship between Cateutta and Kedveree either 
outward or iuward-honnd without the aid of steam, if she ia drawing more than 
20 feet, nuless in the ubsence of a Steamer it becumes necessary to change hee 
anchorage for safety. 


3d, An outward-bound Ship may be moved by her Pilot from Kedgeree to 
Saugor with or withont Steam, at his discretion, provided she does not draw 
more than 22 feet, but the Vessel cannot be moved at all within the limits men« 
tiqued, if her draught is beyoud 22 feet.

POR THB GUIDANCE OF COMMANDERS AND OTHERS, BELONGING TO SHIPS 
AND VESSELS RESORTING To THE PORT OF CALCUTTA, 
‘nder the Orders of Government, in the General Department, 
Dated 5th August 1883. 
<- Yet. As the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vesaela, to and from the stream. requiring hie aasistance, the Officers 
of his department are not to be interfervd with in the execution of such im- 
portant duty. After a ahip or vessel is moored in a clear and safe birth in the 
stream, she ja not to be shifted, unjesa forthe purpose of hunling into dock, 
or to the honoruble company’s moorings, and except in cases of emergency. 
2d. Albappltications to take in or caat off from the moorings, or for other 
assistance from the harbonr master’s department, are to be made in writing to 
the master attendant, who will dircct the harbour master accordingly. Applica- 
tione will be complied with according to priority of date. 
3d. On ships or vessels arriving «fF Calcutta, they are to have their jibb 
and driver bouins riggid in, as soon aa practicable, and to keep them go till the 
pilot takee charge for the purpose of taking them to sea again. The comman- 
der or owner of any vesselin which,in breach of this regulation, either jibe or 
driver boom shall be-kept rigged vut one day after warning has been gisen by 
the master atterdant to the commander or commanding officer at the time, 
shall be linbl« to a fine of 100 rupees for that day, and a further fine or 20 
rupecs per day for every day ufter, that either jiod or driver boom shuil cunti+ 
nue rigged outia vivlation of the rule hercin laid duwn, 
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“ 4th. Ships and vessels laying in the stream, or at the Tonorable company's 
moorings shall bave at Jeast one anchor at the bow, withacable bent and ranged, > 
reauy for letting go at all times. . 

Sih. No ship nor vessel shall make any bawser or rope fast to any of the: 
honorable company’s mooring buoys, except for the purpose of warping into a 
berth, under the direction of the harbour master, or hia assistant ;, and specially 
HO warps are to be out during the night on account of the riak of boats being 
thereby upset. and the almost certainty of the consequent loss of lives. 

6th. Serious accidents having taken place in transporliug vessels, from the 
circumstance of one ship letting go another’s warp, while in the act of moving, 
commanding officers are to permit warps to be made fast, and to keep them so, 
until requested to let them go, All vessela in the port of calcutta are enjuined 
_ 0 assist each other, whilein the act of warping. 

7th, The harbour master’s assistants age directed to teke care in hauling 
ships or vessels into dock, that ite waist anchors are got up out of the chains, and 
to see that no projections whatever, beyond the ship's sides, (which can be ree : 
moved) be snffered to remain, 

Sth. All ships or yessela moored in the stream are to keep a clear hawse, 
to prevent accidents occarring, 

9th, Commanding officerg of veasels are strictly prohibited from boiling pitch, 
‘damwer, or rosin on board, to Prevent accident by fire. They are also prohie 
bited from throwing overboard ballast, or rubbish of any kind, detrimental to 
the bed of the river. 

10th. Commanding officers of ships or vessels laying under fours, or at 
any of the bonorable company’s moorings, are to slack down their cables, to 
enable vessels to pase over them, when required by the officers of the harbour 
Master's department todo 80. 

ith, Ships or vessela meeting with any accident, or causing damage-29 
others, while in charge of an officer ander the authority. of the muster altendant, 
have no claim on government for such damage ; but the parties concerned are to 
represent the case to the muster attendant, who will tuke such cognizance of * 
the same asthe merits of the ense muy appear to require. 

32th. Jn order to avoid misconception as to the responsibility of Government 
for the safety of Ships and Vessels making use of the Hororable Company's 
Chain Moorings, the Governor Generel in Counej] has heen pleased to direct, 
that it be explicitly natified to the Public that Government does not guarantee 
the safety of any Ship or Vessel which may use those Moorings. =

ORDER OF RIS EXCELLENCY THE MOST NOBLE THE GOVERNOR-GENR- 
RAL IN COUNCIL. 


Fort William, July 19, 1801. 


Whereas it hath hitherto heen the practice for ships importing at Calcutta 
to retain their gunpowder on board while laying in the port; and whereas, the 
explosion of a large quantity of gunpowder on board of a ship, lying off the town, 
might he attended with the most destructive consequences to the town, to the 
inhubitants thereof, and to the shipping in the port; and whereas, instances 
have occurred of shot being fired into the town of Calcutta, and into the coun- 
try adjacent, by ships saluting Port William, or firing guns on other occasions, 
his Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General ia Council, with a view 
of obviating the serious consequences which might enaue from a consequence 
of these irregular and dangerous practices, has been pleased to estublish the 
following rules. 

1. The commanders of all vessels hound to the port of Calcutta, and pro- 
ceeding up to the town of Calcutta, or to any other part of the river above 
Moyapore are required on or before their arrival off Moyapore, to land at the 
magazine, which has been erected at that place, ali the gunpowder which they 
may live on board, (whether contained in barrels, ar made up into ammunition) 
exceeding the quautity of one hundred pounds, which quantity every vegsel i 
permitted to retain op board, for the purpose of firing salutes or signals in cases 
of distress. Ofticers appointed by Government, will take charge of the gun- 
powder immediately on its being conveyed to the shore at Moyapoie, and will 
deposit it in the magazine. Commanilers of vessels are tequired to mark the 
names of their respective vessela on the barreis and packages of gunpowder, 
previously to their being landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will be granted 
by the officer in charge of the magazine, 

2. In order that vessels way be detnined as short a time as possible for the 
delivery of their gunpowder, commanders of vessels are required, on coming in 
sight of Movapore, to hoist a flag at the fore-top- must-head, wherenpon the of- 
fieer in charge of the magazine, will immediately order persons to be in readi- 
neas at the river side to receive the gunpowder, 

8. Ganpowder shall not be landed or received into the magazine between 
sunset and simrise. 

4. The commanders 6f vessels outward hound, who may require ganpow- 
der for their outward voyage, shall not 1ake gunpowder on board in any part of 
the river above Moyopore, with the exception of a quantity not exceeding one 
hundred pounds, for the purposes before meritioned, Should any gunpowder 
have been landed from any vessel, when iuward bow and deposited ip the mas 
gazine, the gunpowder will, upon the a ation of the commander of the vessel 
to the afficer in charge of the wm (such application being necompanied 
hy the receipt granted on the deposit of the cunpowder in the magazine) be eon- 
veyed to the river side, and delivered to such person as may be sent to take 
charge of it. 

5. Tn duture, veasels entering the port of Caleutta, shall not at any time, 
whilst lying in any part of the river between Moyapere and Calcutta, have on 
bourd without the express sanction of Government, any quantity of Gunpowder 
exceeding one handred pounds for the purposes before mentioned ; the collector 
ot the government. cuatoms is hereby empowered and directed, should he have 
reason to believe that a quantity of guupowder exceeding one hunjrcd pounds 
haa heen received on board of any vessel, to cause the vessel to ha searched, 
and should any greater quantity be found on board, to seize the same. Tie col+ 
lector is also empowered and directed 10.86 y Unauthorized quantity. of gun 
powder which may be attempted to be shipped on any veazel, in opposition to the 
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rules herein prescribed ; all such gunpowder sq seized, shail be liable to confia- 
cation ; the collector shall immediately send al! the gunpowder 80 seized to the 
magazine in Fort Williain, aad shall report the circumstance of the case to the 
Doard of trade ; the collector shall not grant a port clearance for any such vessel 
from which gunpowder shall have beet au seized, without the express authority 
of the Goveruor General in Council. 

6 One-half of the estimated value of oll gunpowder which may be con- 
fiscated ander this regulation, stall be granted ia equal proportions to the col- 
lector of the customs and his deputy; the remaining moiety shail be granted 
in equal proportions to the informer and to the otficer assisting in making the 
ByIZUres 

7. The commanders of vessels lying at Diamond Harbour, or in any other _ 
part of the river below Moyapore, willbe pertuitted to deposit their gunpowder 
iu the iuagazine at Moyapore. 

8. Pursuant to the orders contained in the 5th article of these regulations, 
the commanders of all vessels now laying in the port of Calcutta, having on 
board aquantity of gunpowder exceeding one bandred pounds, are required to 
send the quantity uf gunpowder exceeding one hundred poands, which they 
way have ou board ol their respeetive ships, or any place ou shore, to the mayas 
gine ut Moyapore. Hf the commander of any vessel shall not conform to this 
requisition, he shail be liable tothe peualties stated in the ih article. 

0, The commander of all vessels lying off the town of Calcutta, or any 
part of the river between the town and Kedgeree, are prohibited from fring guns 
(excepting for the purpose of sa uting Fort William, or for signals in case of the 
veavels being in distress) tor auy purpose whatever, without having previously 
obtained the permission of [lig Majesty’s justices of the peace for the town of 
Calcutta. When guns shall ve fired fron ship tor the purpose of saluting 
Furt William, or for signals in case of the ship 4 in distress, and also ingeases 
in which gaps may be fired with the permission of the justices of the pedte, the 
eonimandee of the Bhip is enjoiued to be particularly careful that the guns be not 
ehotted.

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TME PILOT STATION FOR THE RIVER HOOGHLY IN THE SOUTE- 
WEST MONSOON. 


Directions for approaching the Pilot Station for the River Hooghly during the 
S. W. Monsoon. 

Experience of the new Pilot Station off the South Channel, having establish- 
ed that it can be made by Vessels from False Point with the greatest facility, 
and that Pilots can also be readily suppiied, and the same causes exiating whieh’ 
originally rendered necessaty the removal of the Pilot Station from off Point 
Palmyras to a position about filicen miles 8. W. b. W. of the Outer Floating 
Light in Lat. 20° 56’ N. Long. 88° 03’ E., and in from 17 to 22 faths, water, 
Notice is hereby given, that this latter Station will in future be continued during 
the 5. W. Monsoon, viz. from 15th Marele to the 5th September. 

No difficulty can possibly be felt in passing from False Point to the present 
Station, if common attention be paid to the tcad and to the following Direettons, 
prepared by Captain Lloyd. late Offy. Marine Surveyor General, after a careful 
Survey of the ground between the two Points. 

 Palse Point Light House is in Lat. 20° 194’ N. and Long. 86° 47’ E., 
“and the South Channel Buoy.in Lat. 20° 59° N. and Long, 88° 4’ E., and 
“bears from the Light House N. 61" E. true, or N. E. by E, } E, by Compass, 
** distant 83 miles and is laid in 12 fms. we 

“(A bank of soundings extends from off Point Palmyras in a direction 
* towards the tail of the Western Sca Reef, and the nature of the bottom (as 
“ distinguished from that of the Hooghly deposit which is sand and mud with 
“shining specks) is a gravelly substance composed of sand shells and small 
« pebbles discharged from the “ Kunka,” and other Rivers near Point Paliryras, 
“ the lighter material of which being carried further out, is deposited, and forms 
“what is called the ‘Pilot’s Ridge,’ which in crossing to the N. Wd., shews a 
“fittle "less water than on cither side. In coming from Seaward you shoal 
“ rather suddenly front 23 to 23 fms. upon its eastern edge. It is composed of a 
“ shelly sand, or minute gravel of a reddish or rusty brown color. 

“ The best guide therefore to enable a vessel to direct her course from False 
Point to the Pilot Vessels at the present Station, will be to run down the edge 
“af the ¢ Pilot’s Ridge,’ which can readily be done by making the Light House, 
“and bringing it to bear about W. S. W. or S. W. by W. distant by computation 
“from 10 to 15 miles, then steering to the E. N. Ed., and having gradually 
jnereased the «lepth of water to 23 fms. upon the eastern Edge of the Ridge, 
“regulate the course to keep between it and 27 fms. when by attertion: to the 
“lead and nature of the soundings, course and distance run from the Light 
“ House, it is almost impossible to miss the Pilot Vessels (if the above limits are 
“kept within) either by getting too far to windward or falling to leeward for 
“the soundings increase so rapidly to seaward from the present Station, that-.26 
“ fms, will not be more than 3 or 4 miles to the Southward of it, and 23 fma. the 
“ gaine distance to the westward of it, 

“The soundings to seaward of the Ridge are in general a greenish or olive 
“coloured mud, with occasionally a few bits of bioken shells mixed with it.”* 

Vessels approaching the Station during the day are required to shew the 
usual signal for a Pilot and by night to give as carly and as much warning as 
possible by firme guas, burning blee lights and by exhibiting two lights in a 
vertical position, where best seen, but Commanders are strictly enjoined to avoid 
as much as possible making the Station during the night. 

Ships have been lost irom running for the Station iv dark or threatening ox 
actually bad weather. In such weather, the Pilot Vessels cannot be maile out, 
and if thlien in which, cannot board the inward bound vessel nor could the Pilee 
take her in, if he was en buard. No antage thn, is gaincd by atrempting to 
get a Pilot in such weather, while the danger is imminent. It is strongly recom

Sailing Directions for the Port of Akyab, in the Arracan River. 


Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West Monsoon should steer for 

the South end of the Western Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N.- Long. 93° 3’ E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward and Westward, about five or six 
miles off Shore, until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, at the -entrance 
of the Arracan River, then steer so as to bring itto bear N. by East or N. N.E., 
_and if they intend to run in during the night, with either of these bearings they 

will cross the bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water spring tides. 

After deepening across it, the course shonld be altered to N. by W. or even 
N.N. W., according to the state of the tide and sea at the time, to avoid the 
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Western Rocks (above water) bearing from the Light 8. W. 48., distant nearly” 
half a mile; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rocks: 

: When the Light bears East in six'to nine fathoms on the edge of the flat 
to the Westward, the course must be altered to N. N. E, and N.E by N., hav-~ 
jing brought the Light to bear 8. E. by S. 4 E. the ship will be inside of Passage’ . 
Rock, which is five to seven feet above water, and bears from the Savage Light 
N. W. 4.N,, distant a quarter of a mile, and should then steer N. E. Easterly, 
fo avoid the Reef projecting from Faqueers* Point a mile in extentto thesouth ; 
some of the Rocks are above water at half ebb. There is a Red Buoy placed 
‘on the southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which with attention may be 
seen in aclear night without the Moon, and after bringing Faqueers'Point to 
bear, N. W. by N. to N, W. the ships should anchor. 

On Faqueers Point a small Light House is nearly finished, the Light of 
which will be a deep red, and will be seen about six miles, or three miles be- 
yond the bar, as a leading mark to clear the Westérn Rocks, keeping it a little 
open to the Westward of the Savage Light when steering in or out, also to point 
out when the ship is inside of the Reef off Faqueers Point. With this Light bear 
ing N. W. by N. to N. W. is good anchorage, having excellent holding ground 
and perfectly sheltered from the sea. 

‘A stranger should not attempt to-rum in-at night, particularly in the rains, 
except at high or low water, as the ebb tide runs very rapidly in strong eddies off 
the Passage Rock, over the dangefous flat to the Westward, and the flood it 
strong eddies upon the Rocks, : . . ree 

During the N. E. Moonsoon Ships bound to Akyab, from the Northward, 
should endeavour to make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in Lat, 20° 1° 

~ N. then steering due East they will avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat: 20° 5' N.. Long, 
92° 4' East, which is distant from the Savage Light fifteen miles due West: 
This course is recommended, as although in favorable weather the Savage Light 
is seen outside the Reef in 16 to 17 fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, 
and the probability of hazy or rainy weather would prevent the Light being seen, 
and steering boldly in to sight it Northward of Lat. 20° 1’, wold endanger ‘the 
safety of the Vessel, by suddenly failing upon the Oyster Rock or Reef before 
sighting the Light House.

Qd.—Tt does not appear to the Board to be necessary to make any remarks 
on the above documents, beyond requesting you to apprize the members of the 
Pilot service, that the withholding the yeduced pay of individuals absent on 
medical certificates in the Cape or elsewhere, until their return, arises out of” 
an act of Parliament, prohibiting payment of salaries to ‘absentees on such oc- 
casions during the period of their absence. 

Bd. Referring to the dd pension rule, you will perceive, that it is neces~ 
sary fur the married members of the service to forward certificates of their mar 
riage, and of the birth and baptism of their children, and for those who are now 
unmarried, to do the same on their marriage and the birth of the* childrens {nt 
each case within one month of the event occnyting. Notices of the death of 
wives and children are likewise required to be forwarded within the same period. 

4th. With regard to the 6th pension rule, the board do not propose to 
make any alteration in the existing practice, viz. the production of a certificate 
of existence bya member of the pilot service not below the rank of mates 
and if these certificates are duly forwarded on the lst of every alternate month, 
they will suffice; and in the case of widows and female, orphans above the age 
of fiftecn, if they are forwarded on the Ist of January, March, July aud Septem= 
ber, they will be sufficient, with the balf yeadly Jarations of their ‘not being 
married, which are required to be forwarded in May and November. The 
Board have been particularly anxious to make the arrangements in thig mvti~ 
cular as little burdensome and as pleasant to the parties as their duty to Govern= 
ment would admit.

The Passage Money, and a deposit of three rapees per day for the estimated 
term of the voyage, inust be paid on engaging # passsge, and any surpins of 
Table Money*will be returned, or an additional charge be made by the coimman- 
der ofthe voyaze may fall short of or exceed the time for which the deposit waa 
calculated. Half the Passage Money, and half the Table Money become forieit 
by persons who relinquish a passage after having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats is generally advertised in the order of their expected 
arrival in Caleutia, but it may sometimes occur, that the vessel first expected, 
may be the last to arrive, or from damage, be prevented going in her turn :— 
in such case the boat next for despaich will be substituted, and keep thé ap- 
pointed time as nearly as possible, and the passengers engaged for the first baut, 
will still be the first. recommodated, by a substitution of one boat for the other, 
and shouid it even be more convenient fer any - passengers, originally engaged

‘About Commercolly, ou the right or southern 


bank of the Ganges, isthe preset blocked up entrance 
of the Mattabungu, or Brokeu-headed river,—very 
appropriately named—it empties itself into the 
Hooghly by the outcasts village. Above it is the 
Blocked up entrance to the Jellinuee river, which emp- 
tics itself inta the head of the Ioogbly river, off 
Nuddea, after passing Kishnugur civit station. 

Sixty-alx miles from Commercolly is Surdah, on 
the Jeft bunk of the Ganges ; was formerly a coal dee 
pot, and is noted for Mr. Watson’s large silk factory, 
formerly the Hou’ble Company's. It is 443 miles from 
Caleutta by steamer’s route, and is 177: miles by 
dawk, Steumners donot wait here, but chanve pilota. 
Letters from and to Culcutta take 2 days; but they 
should not be sent here but to Rampoor Beauleah. 
From hence the Burreyl river branches off to the enst, 
through the Challum and Bellobockery Jheels into 
the Bara Saugor river for the Janai and Dacee; but 
only naviguble for small bouts. 

Twelve miles from Sarduh, on the left bank of the 
Ganges, ia the civi! station of Raimpore Beauleah, in 
the district of Rajshuye, distance 455 miles by “steam 
er from Calcuttu, and oniy 155 miles by land. [tis 
the residence of a judge, a magistrate, a collector, 
poatmaster, engineer officer and ductor, as likewise 
some indigo and silk munufactures. This is a coal 
depot for steamers where they are generally detained 
2104 hours. Here is agood bazar: bread, butter, 
fruits, meat and poultry, are cheap. There is a fine 
road here. Letters for steamers from Calentta should 
leave the 6th day after the veasel. The dawk 
takes 1} daya for letters; bangy dawk 3} days: 
the steamer’s ran is from 7} to 8 days. Pas- 
sengers for Darjeeling sanatarium, previous to 
leaving Calcutta, should make arrangements for 
land ‘travelling, and to leave the esteumers here, 
which is a far more comfortable plan than landing at

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Burgatchie, on the left bank of the Ganges, and 
Mahanundee rivers at their junction, is 22 miles above 
Rampoor Beauleah: there is a crossing ferry from 
Berhampore route for the new route to Darjeeling : 
itis about 30 miles from Berhampore. Passengers 
can be landed here, thie being the direct route from 
Caleutta to. the sanatarium. 

Furteepore factory is one of Lord Glenelg’s, and in 
the district of Malda, distant 24 miles from Malda. Ta 
situated on the leftbank of the Ganges, and is 50 
miles from Rampore Beauleah. At 8 miles above 
this ia the junction of the steamer's route with the 
Bhagruttee and Sunderbund routs. Passengers for 
Malde should land here. 

Subjunge fa ona rocky point, on the right bank of 
the Ganges, and is by Bhagruttee 265 miles, by Sun- 
derbunds 686 miles from Calcutta, and by land 196_, 
miles. Letters for steamers, from June to October, 
should leave Culcutta on the 5th day after the steam~ 
er, and from October to June on the 8th day, dawk 
Toute being 13 days, : 

This is a very ancient city, an@ the rains of an 
immense mass of bnildings, among which fe an ancient 
palace, a noted well, a hall of andience,a marble lined 
balcony and gateway, &c. &c., worth inspecting. 
Here are some Christian graves snd monuments, and 
alarge bazar, where milk, curds, palm fenit, palm 
juice, poultry, kida, rice, and hardware in a small way, 
are procurable. The European factors and native 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles above the 
steamer's anchorage or coal depot. Vessels generally 
stop here 4 ta Shours: itis a very sickly place, owing 
tojungle. The hills are distant about 5 miles inland, 
The Himalaya hills are visible at times. Itia a native 
darogah's, aud pest office station. 

Twenty-one mites above Rajmahal, and 2 miles 
below Sukreegullee hill and point is the beantifal 
Mootce Jburna waterfall: itis visible on the eastern 
side of the hills, At Snkreeguilee point is an Indigo 
Factor'’s bungalow ; wonld be an excellent shooting 
box: bears, tigers, rhinoceros, Jeopards, hogs, and 
deer of all kinds abound here, and among the hillg 
ferthered game abound. Steamers pase it in 10h days 
in the dry season. 

Twenty-three miles above Sukreegullee, on the 
left bank of the Ganges, is Kantnegnr. Pasaengers for the 
civi: station of Purneah are landed and received here. 

Fifty-eight miles above Rajmahal, on the left 
bank of the river. is the junction of the Koosie river. 
On the Nepaul part of the Himalayas, nearly oppo-~ 
site, is Patturgatta hill, with one or two temples, 
and is noted in native tradition for a cave (only a small 
hole), into which, it is said, a Rajah with an immense 
suit, and ane jac of torch-bearersentered, and never ree 
turned ! Such is the story of an attending faquer. 
From hence are beautiful views of isolated hilla, and 
the tips of the Colgong rocks. The “southern or 
Patturgattah passage, up to Colgong, has some very ° 
dangerous rocks, where, if a boat touches, not a soul 
can be saved. 
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Golgong village and rocks is G3 miles above 
Rojmehal, 65 miles beiow Monghyr, aud 18 miles 
below Bhauzalpore ; is on the right bunk of the Gunges, 
and has # fine oulluh and shelter for boats. Itis a coal 
Wepdt for stenmers : the left passage should never be 
attempted by either steamers or boats in the rains, a8 
the currents and eddies between the main and the 
rocks, almost make it certain loss fur any native bout, 
and too dangerous fur steamers. Boats in attempting 
4t, must be cureful to have very strong tracking lince 
low dawn to their prows, with plenty of trackers and 
two bowlines as guys to the bauk, and kept close in. 
Rock fish-are procurable here, 

Fightecn miles abaye Colgong is the eivil station 
of Bhaugulpore, eituated on the right bank of the 
Ganges. It is very picturesque. It is 268 miles by 
Jand, and 338 miles in the rains, aud G36 miles in the 
dry season from Caleutta. Here is a commissioner, 
a judge, a magistrate, collector, a doctor, a sub-opium 
agent, a steam agent, a post master, and some indize 
factors. Letters for steamers should leave leutta 
the Oth day ufter the stcumer in the rains, and on the 
Oth day in the dry season, Dawk tukes 24 days, 
and steamers 94 and i] days tu arrive here. Proe 
visions of ail kinds are, procurable here; ule a kind 
of hight silks, enlled Possers, for coais, jackets, ladiva’ 
Gowns ; short silke of various cok urs fur bed covere, 
and native wear; aleoa kind of cloth culicd batter, 
Here are a few hilt ranvers and a sepoy station, ander 
ebarge of au invalid offiver. There is tisu a monument. 
here raised by the hill people, iumemnory of their 
lamented patron, Me. Clevelumd of the civil service 
whom they styled the Father of their country, 

Stewmers stop here tor about wn huur or two in 
the rains,avd oufy a few minutes, at some distance 
below, inthe dry season. 

Twenty-five miles above Bhaugulpore is the no- 
ted Janueera rock in the river, with u Hindvo temple 
on it; Europeans are admitted to inspect the tem-

Moughyr, and 51 below Dinapore, is the large towa 
and mart of Bar, being a daroguh statiou, also a bye 
depot far sleamer’s coals. All this bunk of the river; 
for 20 miles below and above, is noted for piggery vil= 
lages, and saltpetre menufactories. 
~Also on the right bunk, 87 miles above Monghyr,

Aleo 
napkins aud towels of all sorts, 

Patna, and the civil station of Bankipore, extends 
about 10 miles along the right bauk, 14 mics below 
Dina pore ; is noted for opium, gram, and wax-candles, 
and is a very large mart, 1700 bouts of burthen have 
been counted laying here at one time. It is the residence 
ofa usbob, and being a sudder or civil station, has a 
comm’sioner, a judge, a magietrate, a collector, 
their deputy and joint’ officers, a dector, an opium 
agent, & post-master, European assistants and mission= 
aries. 

The government eatablishments are at Bankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Patna, where there are some 
handsome houses, ulso a very large and noted granary 
built like a dome, with two its of stcps omiside, to 
ascend to its top, on which isa lurge circular hole, toud® 
mit air into the building, aud to start grain into. It 
has only one door, and was built for a depot, in case of 
famine. It ia avery massive building, and uoted fur 
ite-very numerous, clear, and strongecchos, and at pres 
bent it is used as a guard house, & 
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-Steamera seldom stop here: sometimes not being 
able to get within a mile or two; passengers can land 
atthe lower end, and getekhus or hackeries,(a native 
onehorse conveyence) to take them up to Bankipore, 
or to the military station of Dinapore, 14 miles distant, 
by way ofa novelty or change, when they can inspect 
the granary by the road side. The roadia very good 
np to the military cantonment. Deegah farm, is 
north of Patna. On the left bank is the Gunduck 
river fram the Nepaul hills, with a large native town 
on its tight bank, and on its left, or eastern bank, is the 
famons Hajeepore bungalow, and race course.

Dinapore is alarge Enropean and native military 
atation, where the steamers put to the bank by the can~ 


tonment flagstaff, for 5 or 6 hours, to take in coals, dis- _ 


charge and take in cargo, and passengers: it is consi+ 
dered aa two-third of the passage upwards. It is onthe 
tight hank of the Ganges, distant from Calcutta, by 
atcamer's ronte via Bhagruttee, 508 miles; via Shun- 
derbunds 796 miles; and by land 376,miles. Post takes 
34 daye. Letters forstenmers should leave Calcutta on 
the 10th day after the vessel in the raina, and 13th in 
the day season.

Revelgnnge, 27 miles by water above Dinapore, 
om the teft bank of the river, is a very large grain and 
qaltpetre mart, and noted for .boat-bvilding. An 
ginnual fatr ie held here. 

Steamers merely touch to land passengere end a 
few packages to the steam agent’s care. From hence 
up to Ghazeepore, the villiagers are said to be uncivil 
and dishoneat. 

On the left bank, 74 miles above Dinapore, is the 
Yarge native village of Bhulican, a darogah station, 
noted for a fair annually held here, as also a grain mart, 
_ Shia is the most dangerous partof the Ganges for 
quicksands and shifting banks. “Tides are very strong 
Tere 5 boats being detuined from 4 to 6 weeks, waiting 
for water, and a favourable breeze. : pe 
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Steamers seldom stop.

Here 
are some European officera of the stud, a doctor, and 
hospital bungalow, also a steam agent. 

Eight miles above Buxar, on the right bank of the 
river, isthe Juaction of the Kurrumnasa river: the 
touch of its waters is considered as one of the greatest 
mishaps that can happen to a Hindoo, as itis said to 
debar him from admittance into Heaven. There is a 

_ bridge built over it by arajab, This part.of the coun- 
try is noted for dacoits. 

One hundred and nineteen miles above Dinapore, 


‘or 81 miles above Buxar on the left bank of the river,” 


is the Civil and Military station of Ghazeepore, 2 very 
handsome place. At its lower end is the ruins of an old 
palace. The Native town is built on precipices. The 

* European inhabitants, consisting of the judge, magis- 
trates, collectors, doctor and opium agent, &c. &e. re= 
side on a level plain, about the centre of the station, 
the cantonments from the upper part, and the Euro= 
pean hospital is at the upper extreme. Between the 
civil and military lines is the chapel and Lord Core 
wallis’ tomb. 

This place ig noted for, its opium manufactory, 
and Government stud establishment, where horses 
can be purchased ; as also for its rose water, ottor of 
roses, and other perfumed oils; bread, butter, egus, 
fowls, mutton, lamb, kid, milk, and sugar, are pro- 
curable; also European articles of consumption, and 
millinery from the Buropean shopkeepers. Its dis- 
tance from Calcutta is, via Bhagruttie, 627 miles, via 
Soonderbunds 915, and by land 431 miles. The dawk 





runs in 4 days, and Jetters for ateamers should leave,” 


Calcutta on the day after the etcamer in the dry 
seasons, and on the 11th day in the raine ;—-the ves- 
sel’s passage being from 17 to 20 days.

of 8 mites, is a very critical passage with varions bad . 
patches of kanker rock, on which native boats and 
budzerows split instentancously. aaa 

“Five miles above the Goomtie, is Chandroutie, 
with.a white temple. Here in mid channel, is a very 
dangerous pucka platform, on kunker, with the rains 
ofan old temple ou it, and no passable channel on its 
northwest, or Jinhore side, and very dangerous for 
downward bound buats, as the eurrent seta directly 
am it. : 7 
Five miles above Chundrontie is Bullooa Ghaut 
and ferry ou the right bank: these banks are formed 
of kunker rock. 

Fifty miles above Ghazeepore, or 8 miles above 
Bullooa Ghuat, on the right bunk of the river, is Kye, 
and ita sunken kuoker reef, scarcely avoidable in 
anme dry scasons. Feom hence due west over the 
right bank, vou will observe the Benares minarets, 
distance 9 mitca. 7 

Benares, on the left bank, is considered as the 
most holy city in Vndiu, and is certainty one of the 
most handsome when viewed from a distance on the 
river, there being snch numerous atone ghauts and 
temples, some of which cost 17 lakhs of rupees. This 
is the residence of some of the native princes, pension- 
ers of the Honorable East India Company ; bat 
their dwellings are divided into so many little cham. 
bers, or pigeon holes, that the internal part of the city 
has the rppearouce ofa muss of mean buildings, piled 
up without ny regard to order or @ppearance, and 
narrow, ‘fillhy lanes, iisteud of-etrects. “Phere is a 
large inelosed mart, called a chouk that opens at & 
P. M., where trinkets, toys, birda, cloth, coarse harde 
wure ore exposed forsale, Jt has alarge well in it,- 
and is alsoa resort fur ative auctions, Close to the 
chouk ig the principal alley or mart for Goolbuduns, 
a very fine silk, of varions patterns, worn by natives, 
as trowsers; also fine caps with tinselled crowns 
and very clegant gold and silver embroidery: also 
scarfs and turban pieces for fancy head | dresscs, 
There is likewise a traveller’s chouk,a native inn, and” 
a Jarge horse mart, where very fice horses, of the 
Toorky, Persian, and Cabul breeds are procurable, as 
high ae 8, 10, and 15,000 rupers, and are brought here 
by the fruit carriers who bring grapes and pears from 
Here are several miniature painters, 
aud also venders of miniatnres on ivory, eaid to be 
Ikenesses of iff-rent native princes, and their queens, 
and nautch girls; true likenesses of native servants in 
costume, tradesmen and beggars, . 


Delhi jewellery of the best gold is brought on 
board the steamers, by sending for the dealers. Here 
is also an old observatory, and two very high and 
slender minarets, one of which hes aslight inelina= 
tion 5 travellers ascending them are expected to give 
the keeper a fee of 1 rapee. From their tops is a view 
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of the citr, the adjacent country, and the river (so 
gratifying asizht shault not be passed over by any tra- 
veller) Provisions are precurable ; pertridges, quail, 
and wild ducks af sorts are to be obtained, Steamers 
yemainat Raj Ghant to discharge and take in -pack~ 
bges, and to receive coals, The clvil and military atation 
is about 4 mika inland, direct from Raj Ghent, where 
reside thecommissioner, the jndge, mayistrates, collapy 
tore, the general, and all the military officers of tha Wi= 
tive resiments stationed here, and some Europesn 
artillerg. Here aleo resides a doctor, a postmaster,” 
ateuin agent. coach builder, and Enropesn shop-keepera. 

Lettera for steamers, or travellers, are not for- 
warded t» the versel or boats, but must be sent for 
which ia very inconvenient. ‘The city Ia about 2- niles 
lung. The natives are very uneivil to strangers. 
Nume our fanatics are here, who drown themselves 
believing that the holy Gunza, and the eity of the most 
holy,reenrea them eternal happiness. 

Benares ia from Calcutta, vie Bhagrattee 696 
mites, vin Sunderbunds 984 mileg, and by land or dawk 
route 428 miles. Letters take 4 days, Bhangies 7 days. 
Letters for steamers should Jeave Caleutte, the 12th 
Guy after the vessel in the rains, and on the 14th day 
in the dry season. 

Palankeens are procurable here, but infested with 
vile vermin, Travellers wishing to visit the station 
of Surde,ehould write up from Ghazeepore to any 
friend, or the steam agent, for a conveyance to be 
ready at Rajuhaut for them, on their arrival. 

Ramnaghur, 14 miles above Renares, on the right 
hank of the river, isa native palace, the residence of 
the Rajuh of Benares. 

Sooltunpore, Renares, isa native cavalry station, 
17 miles above Benares, and on the left bank of the 
river. Steamers bring to here’a few minntes, on their 
passaze up or down, an required, to land and receive 
passengers. It hasa kuukery or rocky re which 
is very awkward for native boata, as also for steamers, 
wing to narrow channel and strong currents ; it ts 
off the stables, which are called Little Calcutta. 

On the right bank of the river, about 4 miles above 
Sooltanpore, is a very neat looking place, edlled Offa. 
nar, with @ very neat-looking English church, that 
seminds one of aweet, ‘sweet home.’ Ft te an invalid 
military station, and has a fortification, onan isolated 
rocky hill, which projects into the river, formiog a 
very nasty point to passin the rains, Hindoo tradi+ 
tion tells us,this fortress was built in one night by a giant, ' 
and is impregnable: it completely commande the ri- 
ver, anf is used as a place of confinemeut for state 
prisoners... There are several detached rocky hills, or 
stone quaries here. It is a very sickly place, owing 
to the heat arising from the store, which caueei fever 
and spleen. This isa great place for snakes. A lit- 
tle above the fort is a temple. Tradition states it to 
contain achest, which cannot be opencd, unlesa the 
party opening it lose his hand—four thieves having so 
suffered once, in an attempt on it. Very fine black 
and red earthenware ia procurable here, auch as wing 
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coolers, which being filled with water, after the bottle 
is tiiserted, and set out in the draft of the hot westerly 
winda, (none other serves the purpsee,) in the shade, 
edits the confined liquor equul tu icing it. The cool- 
er must be dried daily. Also red sandy water holders, 
or suries, which keep water very cool. Black butter 
pots, with a casing for water, very neatly. ed, and 
Jnrge black double urns, to contain bread and keep it 
molat. Here is astean agewt; but stcamers seldom 
stop more than ten minutes. 

"Seven miles above Chunst, on the right bank of 
the river, is the village of Kuatnae, with rocky bottom 
and hard lamps of red earth inthe river, a little above 
ig a ravine, which is to be avaided by atl boat 

Fourteen miles ubave Chunar, is the crossing ferry 
of the Benares grand road, aud of Kinwa and Bhod- 
doolee to Mirzapore. Froin hence to the latter plice, is 
a Ane road, tlistauce 74 miles by land, and 16 miles by 
water, _ 

Ten miles above the ferry, and 7 miles below Mir- 
zapore, on the left high ba: k, is Bhajoan, with a white 
tomb, anda pateh of Kauker in the river, on which 
many boate are lost. Frum here the cantunments of 
Mirzapore are visible. 

Mirzapore, a military cantonment, is 2 miles be- 
low the city ; and the civilstation, where the judge's, 
magis‘rate’s and collector’s offices are, ia} mile below 
the city... The steamer stops at the aveney uhant, at 
the lower end of the city. ‘This place is noted for a 
cotton mart, and cotton manufaclory ; ns Hikewise shell 
Jue, Ine dye, Lardware ina small way. Many boats are 
here, at all ecasous, 

The city is very confined and dirty, aubject ta great 
sickness, Phere are 2 or 3 fine stone ghants hece, and 
some small temples und minarets, Bread, batter, eges, 
mutton, lamb, kid, beef, veal and fowls are procurable 
here. Both a tnilitary and acici! doctor reside here. 


Mi zapore is from Calentta, via Bhagruttee, 743 miles 
via Sunderbyriis, [086 miles, and by dawk ronte 455 
miles. The dawk takes 5 days, and bhansy 8 days to 
run.” Letters for steamers should leave Culentta on the 
13th day after her ia the rains, und 17 days after her in 
the dry season: the vessels huving plenty of cargo to 
discharge ‘here, are generally detsiced from four to 
five hours. 


Four miles above Mirzapore ia Bindachan, on the 
right bank, noted as the place of an avuual meeting of 
divrepulable people who come here to make vows and 
poojuhs. 

Oue mile above Bindachun are the dangerous 
Granite.rocks of Seebpore. 

Twenty-cizht miles above Mirzapore, on the left 
bank of the river. Passenyera generaliy land in the 
eold season, add have a walk across the neck of land, 
ine W. N. W. direction two smiles wide to Taila, and 
Yejoin the steamer avain off there ; she having to go a 
detour of 21 miles round the point. 

Two miles above Sutarmaree, is Deega Kunker 
Spit, with a deep bight. 
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Letchyagurtee and its ravine, on the left bank of 
the river, is 22 miles above Deega, noted for its rob- 
hers when it was attached to the Onde territories. 
Suysa is a large cotton mart, on the right bank of 
the river, and is 60 miles above Mirzapore, and 23 
miles be low Aliahabad, to which place isa good road. 
This is thestation of a Evropean custom’s officer. 
There are several pucka houses here, and two very fine 
tanks at the back of it, and an old mad fort. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very intricate and 
shallow. Tronwork in a small way can be done for 
boats here. ‘Turkeys and guinea fowls abound. 
Allahabad, is 83 miles above Mirzapore. Its fortis 
at the junction of the rivers Jumna and Ganges. Ithas 
an imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steamers put to at the Jumna 
mosque, built by Genera} Kyd, and } mile inside the 
Juma. The native military cantonments are about 





. 5 miles inland, and.the civilians’ and officers’ are from 
_ 3to4 miles inland. The general and doctor reside in 


the fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners are 
kept here. Here is aiso a large stone pillar said to have 
been erected by Alexander the Great, to mark his con- 
quests! and a cave full of native stone images, wherein 
is shewn a small-entrance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in fact, only extends a 
few feet. (The city is the seat of one of the principal 
native courts-of justice the Sudder Dewavny.) It is 
also a great place of worship, and an annual fair is 
held outside the fort on the sands, at point. or junc- | 
tion. It was formerly the seat of the residency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, muttén, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons, 
tirkeys, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, tcel, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable here. European shops are 
here and auctions held. Abont 2 miles from the 
ghaut'is the chouk, or market, where all sorts of cloth 
European and native, are procurable. Shawlmer voard 
the steamers, if sent for, with all sorts of Cashmere 
shawls, waistcoating, caps, gloves, socks, and Afgha- 
nistan woollen cloths; as alsa Delhi jewellers and ma- 

| nnfacturers.ofcotton ; carpeting of various patterns-— 
showy on rooms, and rather durable, A little beyond 
the chouk is the livery stables where beautiful horses 
are procurable, of the .Persian, Cubool, and Toorkey 
breeds, The post-office is in the fort, where you must 
send forall letters. Letters fur steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the 14th day in the rains, and on the 47th 
day in the diy season, after the departure of the steam~ 
er. The distance from Calcutta is, via Bhagruttee, 
831 miles, via Sunderbunds 1186 and by dawk rovie 
501 miles. Steamer’s regvlated distance is $00 miles, 
Steamers remain here three entire days when they 
depart on their return trip, after discharging and tak~ 
ing in their upward and downward cargocs, and pas- 
sengers.

Jn the dry eeason, it is | day’s work to Mirzapore from 
Allahabad, and 14 days to Benares. 

Steamers stop here generally 1 hour only, on their 
way down. Fromhence to Ghazeepore is I day’s run POF 
in the rains, and Lf in the dry season; they stop here 
for coals, passengers and cargo, pérhaps 2 or 3 hours, © 
making it 3 days trom Allahabad in the dry season, and 
2n the rains.

The manifest must be full and true as to all goods and packages imported, 
under penalties, including refusal of port clearance. 


No claim for remiasion of duty on goods, stated to be damaged or 
unmerchantable, shall be admitted, unless so found at the Custom House 5 
when, after previous advertisement iu the Government Guzette, they niust 
be sold on the wharf and pay duty on gross amount sales. 


Rules for whurfage and godown-rent may be learut on personal application 
to the head Tide-waiter, : 


No arma oor military stores to be imported without the special sanction of 
Government. 


No cluim for drawback shall be admitted, unless the goals have been 
regularly passed, and uly entered in sworn export manifest ; nur iu any case 
for goods shipped, after the issue of port clearance.

Preamble, Whereas so much of the rnle contained tn clanse second 
section 3, regulution xv. of 1829, as provides, that in cases 
where goods are taken by the officers of the customa on account

Precis of Calcutta Syr-Laws. 


- OFFENCES AGAINST PROPE:TY. 


Byz-Law, lita Novenner, 1814.—Persona of evil fame frequenting 
strecta, &e. withont giving @ good account of themselves, and shewn upon oath 
to have been go fecquenting streets, &e. with intent to commit a felony, may 
he adjudged, by two justices, to suffer fifty stripes, or be ecut to the house Of 
correction for three months. 

Byg-Law, 21st APRIL, 1817.—Persons found in posaession of lead, iron 
and other metals, und not able honestly to aceonnt for their being so, may be 
sentenced by two justices to pay & fine of Rs. 100, for 1st offence ; is, 200 for 
2 offence, aud Rs, 400 for every subsequent offence 5 or, if the fing is not paid) 
tu 2, 4 or 6 months’ impriaonment with hard labor in the house of correction, 

Power to two Justic:s to make an order on @ husband aud father to 
maintain his wife and children, legitimate and Meuitimate, and to commit to 
Cummon Jail for non-compliance for two months, 

Workmen, servants, Inbourers, employed at wharfs, arsenals, godowns, 
shops, found in possession of goods, &cwand not able to account for such pos~ 
session eutisfactorily, may be committed, by two justices, to the house of cor- 
iection for G montha. (N. B, No flue in this case.) 

Byg-Law, 1210 Novemnen 1818.—Journeymen artificers or workmen, 
purloining materials delivered to fashion, work up, or repair, may be sentenced 
by two Justices, to a fine of Re. 100; or, ifthe fine is uot paid, to 2 monthe’ 
imprisonment in the House of Correction, or the like imprisoument without fine. 

Byu-Law, 22D Ocroner, 1819.—Offences similar to the last-mentioned 
occurring at the Mint, liable to 4 mouths’ jmprisonment in the Houso of 
Corrcetion or to whipping, or fine, by authority of two Justices. 

Persoue employed wt the Mint contravening rules in regard to alloy, liable 
to fine not execeding 50 Rs,, or to public whipping, by {wo Justices. 

Also, principal melters at the Mint, debasing metal, lable to pablic whip- 
ying, aleo to fine, by two Justices, of Rs. 50 ; avd commitment to common juil, 
and house of correctlon for a period not exceeding 4 months, 

Bya-Law, 13th Novenear, 1821.—Persons purchasing, &c. regimental 
accoutrements from soldiers, nay be fined, by two Justices, in the sum of 
rapees 50, and if the fine is vot pi id, may. be commited to the common jail, 
‘or honse of eorrceticn, for a period not exceeding 3 mouths, or may be whipped. 

N.B. The whipping may be without the fine, but not without the impri- 
aonment apparcitly. 

Bye-Law, 13rm Apntz, 1816.—Mariners arriving jn ships that may be 
burnt or destroyed, are liable to be compelled to serve in other ships, and if 
they refuse, ar desert, to imprisonment for two mouths, beyond the period for 
which they received advance, by two Justices. 

















OFFENCES AGAINST THE PERSON, 

Bre-Law, 20TH JULY, 1814, ANENDED 7TH FEBRUARY, 1818.—DPower 
to two Justices to try charges of assault, forcible entry, or other injary, accom- 
panied by force, not being felony, and to inflict @ fine, not exceeding Rs. 100; 
and ifthe fine is not paid to commit to the common jail for 3 months. The 
whvle of the fine may be awarded by way of gatiefaction to the party injured. 
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By-Law, 18ra NovemBper,1814.—Power to two Justices to try charges 
of abduction, viz. enticing uns decoying away from parents or guardians for 
immoral purposes, married woman, or female children nuder 13 years of age, 
and to sentence to 200 rnpees fine, Uf the fine is not paid, then to commit to 
the house of correction to hard labor for 6 months.

months’ Imprisonment, in the house of correctivn, for misearriage, or pr insolence, 
by two justices. 


Breg-Law,i2ru November, 1816.—Journeymen and labourers refusing 
to work according to agreement, combining to raise wages, or decoy, or intimi- 
dute others, are liable to a fine af 100 rupees, or iinprisonment fur 60 days in 
the common jail, or honse of correction, hy two justices. 

Bre-Law, lltu Noyeunen, 1814.—Seamen deserting ships liable to a 
fine of 50 rupecs, in default of payment, or not more than 30 days’ impriaonment 
iu the house of correction, and not less than 14 tays sentence, by two justices. 

Bye-Law, 20ra Marci, 1816.— Brilish and foreign seamen Jeaving their 
-vessel against the willof the muster, or overstaying their Jeave, may be pent 
to the house afe correction for 30 days by two juatices, 





OFFENCES AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 


Bre-Law, 8rH Juny, 1816.—Persona taking wine or liquor tato thy 
garrison of Fort William, without authority, if below the rank of Officers, 
are liable to imprisonment ta the common jail or house of correction. 


Byu-Law, 18th Noveuren, 1814.—Persona throwing dirt, &¢., on 
roada, or inte dewing, oF leaving bricks, curriages, &¢. on roads, or obstracting 
them, shall forfeit 10 rupecs. 

Persona not removing projections, ot encroachments on roads, on notice, 
are Hable to be flued 100 rupees, and expenses of removal. 

Workmen rebuilding walls and encroaching beyond the old foundations, 
liable toa fine of one thousand rupecs, and the wall to be pulled down, 

The above penalties to be adjudged by two justices,and levied by distress 
of goods, Ifauch distress ia not fonnil sufficient, then offenders may’ be com- 
anitted for six months to Ihe common jail. 

N.B. This Bye-Law gives the power to justices to aummon juries to assess” 
the value of }ands aboat to be taken for roats and sewers. 

By thesame‘By«s Law, persons of Jow condition walking with arma in the 
street without authority of government,ar af a justice of the peace, liable to 
forfeitare ofarms and a fine of 20 mpecs, to be adjudged by ane justice. 


By-Law, 22p June, 18 2.—Gunpowder ia forbidden to be manufac- 
tured or sold in Calcutta, without license, under penalty of seizure of the pow- 
der, and fine of 600 rnpees if made, and 4 rupees. per secr if sold. One justice 
may sentence where the penalty is less than gone Luadred rapees. Liceuse to 
be granted by two justices. 

Bye-Law, 7TH Feanvary, 18/8 —lUotets, taverns, tanch houses, &e. to he 
licensed by (wo justices. Jf opened without license,a fine of rupees 100 may 
be levied by two justices. By this law a particular ghaut is appointed for 
seamen to land at, (N. B. A dend letter.) 

Bre-Law, I7ra Apnin, 1820.—Common or promisenons gaming for 
money liable toa fine of 100 rupecs ; if not paid, 3 months’ imprisonment ia 
the house of correction, by two justices. 

Brz-Law, 8tu Mancn, 1827.—Teeka begrers plying withnut badges, 
Viable 1a a fine of 20 rupees, and in default of payment, imprisonment in the 
common fail or house of correction, not execeding o:2 month, by two justicca, 
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TEEKA PALANKEENS AND BEARERS. 

A rule, ordinance, and regulation for the good order and civil government 
of the settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and for reguiating the number 
and fare of Teeka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, in the Town of Caleutta, made 
and passed by the Vice-President in Council, of and for the presidency of Fort 
William in Bengal, the eighth day of March in the year of onr Lord one thous 
sand eight hundred aud twenty-seven, and'registered in the Supreme Court of 
Judicature, ou the 27th April, 1827. 

Whereas, it is considered just and expedient to regulate (he number and 
fare of Teeka Palankeensand Teeka Bearers, in the town of Caleutta, and to 
place them in auch manner under control of the Police, as may (end to the 
greater convenience of the public. 

I. Be it therefore ordained, by the Vice-President in Council, of and for 
the presidency and settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and by virtue of the 
powers in him vested, by a certain Act of Parliament passed in the thirteenth 
year of the reign of His Mujeaty King George the II], entitled “An Act for 
establishing certain regulations for the better management of the effaira of the 
East India Company, as well in India as in Europe,” ant by a certain other 
Act of Parliament, passed in the fortieth yeur of his said Majesty King George 
IIL, entitled * An Act for estublishing further regulations forthe government 
of the British territories in India, and the better administration of justice withia 
the same,” that thirty days after the duc publicution and registry of this rule, 
ordinance and regulation iu the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William 
in Beagal, with the consent and approbation of the said Supreme Court, if the 
said court shall, in ite discretion, approve of and consent to the publication and 
registry of the aame, no person whatever shall let out or keep for hire any teeka 
prlankeen, or serve as a teeka bearer within the limits of the town of Caloutta, 
without having obtained a license for that purpose, signed by two of His Ma- 
jesty's Justices of the Peace, acting in and for the town of Calcatta. 

If. And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it shall 
and may be lawful for the aforesuid justices of the peace, to license such nume 
ber of teeka palunkeens und teekajbeurere, as they, the said justices, shutl deem 
suffictent for the said aettlement of Fort William in Benual, and that such li- 
censea shall be granted for the term of one year, and shall and muy be recalled 
by any two of the aaid justices, at any-time within the said year, for any great 
misconduct, or misbehaviour of any peraons to whom such license shall have 
been grauted ; and that if any persons within the said settlement of Fort Wil- 
liam in Bengal, shall let out or keep for hire aay teeka palankeens, or serve 
teeka beareray without having obtained sncl license as is required by this rule, 
ordinance, ani regulation, or after any license which he may have obtained, 
shall have expired of been recalled, such person ehail, upon conviction before 
two or more of the said justices of the peace, furfeit for each and every euch of- 
fence, a eum not exceeding thirty rupees, and in default of payment, shall be 
forthwith committed to the common jail or house of correction, for any period 
Bot exceeding two months, unless the fine shall be sooner paid. 

Ud, And be it further ordained, by the uuthority aforesaid, that every 
palankeen ro licensed, as aforesaid, shall bear on euch side thereof, in large 
characters in Enzlish and Bengalee flgures or characters, the number of such 
license, and that every teeka bearer eo licensed as aforesaid, shall wear engrav- 
ed or written thereon, in large characters in Englial und Bengalee figures or 
characters, and that if any person huving obtained u license as aforesaid, to let 
outand keep for hire a teeka palunkeen, or to serve as teeka bearer, sliall neg- 
lect to have the number of hia license on his palankeen or badge, as hercin bee 
fore ordered und directed, every such person shall forfit, for each and every 
such offence, any sam not exceeding twenty rupeca, and in default of payment, 
shall be committed to the common juil or house of corrcetion, for any period 
not exceeding one month, anless the fine shall be sooner paid. . 

IV. And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it shall 
and may be lawful for any fouror more of the aforeauid justices of the peace, 
from time to time,.as they may deem fit, to fix and settle the rates, and hire of 
tecka palankeene and leeka bearers within the evid settlement of Fort William 
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In Benzal,and that such rates and hireshall be published in the English and 
Rengalee languages twice in the Government Guzectte. and affixed at the Court 
House, Hankehall, Police Office, and other public places, for fifleen days before 
such rates or hire shail be considered as Axed and settled ; nnd that if the owner 
or person in charge of any teeka patankeen, shall refuse to hire and letout the 
same, at the rate and price so fixed by the said justices of the peace as aforesaid 
or shall receive or require any larger rate of hire, the person or persons to whom 
the license for such palankecu shall have been granted, shall ferfeit for each 
and every such offence any sum not exceeding twenty rupees, and in default of 
payment, shall be forthwith committed to che common jnil or house of cor- 
yection, for any period not excecdiug one month, unless the fine shall be 
sooner paid; and ifany tecka bearer shall refuse to serve at the rate or hire 
80 fixed as aforesaid, of shall recelve ey require any larger price or hire, every 
such person shalj, for each and every euch offence, forfelt any aum not exe 
ceeding ten rupees, and in default of payment, shall be forthwith committed 
to the common jail or house of correction, for any period not exceeding fifteen 
doya, unless the fine sball he sooner paid, provided always, that no person 
shall be deemed or tuken to be subject to the pcnalties in this section enacted, 
unless the fixed and settled rate of hire shail have been tendered and offered 
to him or to some one acting on his behalf. 

V. And be it further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that if any 
person shall refuse to pay to the owner of any teeka palankeen, or to any teeka 
bearer, 60 licenovid aa aforesaid, within the said sctilement of Fort William, the 
hire earned und due to the owner of such teeka palankeen, or to such bearer 
according to the rateand hire so fixed ag aforesaid, or if amy person shail 
wilfully break, cut, deface, or injure any tecka palankeen, euch. person shall, 
upon conviction betore two or more af the afureanid jatices of the peace, forfeit 
@ gum not exceeding fifty rnp es,and in default of payment, shall be forth- 
with committed to ihe common jail, for any period not exceeding fourteen 
days, unless the fine shull be sooner paid; aud if the fine shall he paid, it shalt

to award or give to the party complaining, the whole or any part of such fine, 

VI. And beit further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that if the 
owner of any teeka pulankeen or any tecka bearcr, so licensed as aforesaid, 
within the said eettlement of Furt William, shall make use of insolent or 
abusive language to, or towards any person hiring, or proposing or offering 
to hire such palankeen or bearer, or o:herwise grossly misconduct himself, 
such person ahall for each and every such offence, forfeit a sum not exceede 
ing ten rupees, ud in default of payment, be committed to the common jail 
or house of correction for any period not exceeding fourteen duys. 

VIE. Anil be it-further ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it eball 
and may be lawful for four or more of thenforesaid juticcs of the peace, from 
time to time, as they tay think fir, to appoint and fix certain convenient places, 
asstands for teeka palankeens and teeka bearers, and that notice of the same

HOUSE ASSESSMENT,* 

As much misconception prevailaan the part of landlords and others in 
regard to the remission of the House Tax, for periods during which houses 
are unoccupied, and to the rules, established for hearing appca's against the 
assessment, the collectar of assessment deems, it necessary to inform laud- 
lorda that no remission of hause tax cun be allowed unless notice of the va- 
cancy of premises be yiven within seven days of their becoming racant, (for 
which notice a receipt is granted.) nor untess similar notice be given of the 
re-ocenpancy of such premises within seven days of their becoming occupied, 
(for which notice a receipt ia likewise given ) 

The billa for house tax, being made ont from books prepared by the as- 
sesaors, and approved by the justicesat their quarter seesions, the collector

tout is subject to the aame rales as prevailed wheu it was wader the justic 





Rnicipal commissioners, 
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has no power to alter those bills in-any respect, consequently, when parties 
tre desirous of having their own names substitated forthe names in which 
the billaere made out, or when the assessor's valuation of premises is objected 
to, they should upply to the justices at their quarter sessiona for the alteration 
of names or the abatement of asseasment, as the case may be, and landlords 
are particularly required to take notice that any abatement in the assessment 
which may be allowed by the justices” in sessions has effvct from and after 
the quarter immediately succeeding that in which the abatement wus allowed, 
and not retrospectively. 

The Quurter Sea-ions are holden by H, M. Justices of the Peace in Fe- 
broary, May, August and November in each year; at (hese sessione the 
‘Atsessors muke such increase in the valuation of premlees as they may deem 
proper, timely notice being served upon the owners or oecuplers of the pre- 
mises the agsessment whereof it is proposed to increase. Public notive is 
given inthe Calentta Exchange Gazette, of the holding of the quarter sessions 
and of the period altowed by the justices for receiving appeule against the 
assesament, Appeals should be delivered to the clerk to the justices, and 
receipts obtained from him of their having been filed in his office. Tho asaes- 
sors give notice to »ppealauis of the duy and hour appointed by the justices 
to hear their uppeala. 

The house tax ia payable quarterly, and recoverable, in cases of default, 
by distreey of the gacta and chattels of the owner or occupier, under the 
provisions of the statute 33rd Geo. 3rd cap. 53d sec 15th and the act (No. 24,)

Parties often think it sufficient to intimate a fall in theie 
Tental to the collector, but this is of no avail, for the notice of occupation in 
which it ts generally inserted, ie obliged to be kept in his office, whilst the 
notice of reduction should be made to the clerk of the peace, ifwith the view 
to having it rated accordingly. a 

Her Moajesty’s Justices of the Peace hereby proclaim and give notice to the

BURIAL MARRIAGE AND BAPTISM FEES, 


With reapect to the rates of fees for the ritual service, it has heen thonght 
proper to continue to charge the same sums which bare heretofore been re~ 
ebived on account of. fancral fees, with seme modificatiana, caleulated to ree 
lieve the lower elasses of the community, upon whom the fees formerly charged 
might be thought to press too heavily, With these views the following rates 
huve been established, which it is heped, will ufford relief to the public, with- 
oul materially effecting the jnst rizhts of the ebaplains, viz.

Court of ticquests. 


RULES AND ORDERS. 


By the proclamatien of government, dated the 29th October, 1819, the 
court is conposed of four commissioners and the jurisdiction is extended to 
gums of 40 rupees. The jurisdiction of the Court is confined to the limits of 
Caleutta, but the execution of its decrees within the 24-Perguooahs may be 
transferred to the Court at Alipore, Every plaintiff who puts a defendant 
juto jailin exccution, is required to lo¢ge with the keeper of the jail, or big 
deputy, within three days after the commitment, diet-mouey for one mony 
st the rete of one euna and tix pie per day, and soon for every succced 
month, dwing which be may be detained, and on failure of such lodgmcut 
ae defendant is relcased. a 

Every Prisoner confined in execution, ie entitled to his Cischarge at the 
exypi-ativu of one month frem the date of his commitment, if the debt and 
costs for which he is confined do not exceed sicce rupces ten. : 

If they cxceed ten tud do not exceed fifty, at the expiraton of four months, 

Ifubove Bfty, and not exceeding two hundred rupecs, eight months, and 
for all aums above two handred rupees, one ycar, 

The property of euch defendants however, \s liable to seizure until the 
debt and cysts, and the diet which here been paid them whi'e in juil, is 
sativfied, Thecourt site daily, at 10 o'clock a. m. and allisummonses both 
Knglish and Bengallee, are returnabie seven days from the date of their beivg 
entered in court. No pereon shall pay into cuurt any eum of moncy ciiher 
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ae costs or in performance of a Decree or judgmentof the Court, or in compli 
ance with any order of court on any other account whatever without a recipt 
for the same under the Signature of the clerk of court, Should any euch pays 
ment be made without such rece‘pt basing been had and obttined, the same shall 
not be deemed or cousidered as a payment iato cuurt, but held ag if uo such 
pay meat liad ever bcen made.

REGULATIONS OF THE AGRICULTURAL AND HORTICULTURAL 
SOCIETY OF INDIA. 


The following regulations were for the most part Sunetioned in 1838, but 
modifications and udditions have been made subsequently. 


ART, 1.~The promotion and improvement of the agriculture and horti- 
culture of India, conatitate the objects of the saciety. 
_ ART, %—Gentleman ofevery nation shall be eligible as members of the 
society 

ART, 3.—Candidates for adiniszion as ordinary members, shall be pro- 
posed by two members, at a general imecetinz, and ballotted for at the suce 
ceeding, when a raajority of votes will determine the election, 

aki. 4.—Honorary members sliali be personseminent for their know- 
ledge of or encouragement given to agriculture, or horticulture or for services 
rendered tothe society. They are to be proposed and ballotted for as ordinary 
members, but two-thitds of the votes ave to determine their elvetion. Ordinary 
members who may peculiarly distinguish themsylves in the sdvancem ne of the 
objects of the aoekety, shail, on their tinally quitting Ladia, be cligiblo as henoras 
ry merobers, but must ba ballotted for as above. 

Ant, 5.—Ordinary members are to pay an admission fee of 8 Rs., and 
the same sum quarterly, lu advance, go lang as they continne resident in In ia, 

* itshuil be uptional for any member to compound for the quarterly coutribu- 
tions, by the payment of 40 Rs. to the funds of the society. 

ART. 6.— Members, whose absence trom India is merely temporary, shall 
continue to be borne on the listof members, but shail be exempt from the payment 
of subscription, until their return to the country. .

RULES AND REGULATIONS OP THE BENGAL CHAMBER OF COM- 
MERCE. 


Estannisnep Sist Marci, 1834, 

Ist. That euch an association heing Intended to wateh over and Protect 
the general interests of commerce, it ia highly deslrable not to recognize any 
princip of exelnsion, that all merchants, or persons engaged ye the general 
trade of Benval, therefore, shalt, upon payment of the subscriptions and fees, 
and signature of the rules and regulation, be admissible as members in the 
manner hereattys described, 
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fnd. That the society shall be styled the * Bengal Chamber of Commerce,” 
Srd. That the objects and duties of the chamber shall be generally to 
receive and collect inforroation on all matters of mercantile interest, bearing 
Upon the removal of evils, the redress of grievances, and promation of the 
common good, To communicate with authorites and with individual partles 
thereupon. To take such steps as may Appear needful in furtherance of these 
viewa, which may be done imore effectively by such an associated body. ‘To 
- ~eceive reference on matters of custom or usage in doubt or dispnte, deciding 
on the game, and recording the decision made for future guidance. To form 
by that and other means, a rade of practiee, whereby the transaction of bu- 
siness by all envaged in it, may be simplified and facilitated. And, finally (should 
it be practicable) to arbitrate between disputants wishing to avold, litigation, 
and willing to refer to and to abide by, the judgment of the chamber. 

4th. That candidates for admission, proposed by one member and seconded 
by another, shall be ballotted for at the monthly general meeting, (us heretofore 
provided,) seven days’ notice being given hy entry in @ batlot-book to be kept for 
the purpose ; and a majority of votes abali decide the election, 

Sth, The voting by proxy be not allowed, nor by membera whose aub- 
scriptions, fees, &r, ure in arrear. 

6th, That the chamber reserves to itself the power of expulsion in case 
of need to he decided at a general meeting of the members by ballot (as here- 
after provided.)

The Bengal civit fund instituted in 1801. Subscription commencing from 
January 1804, All who entered the civil service from and after the 17th Ja- 
nuary 1823 being obliged* to subscribe and continue so during the whole period 
of their service, Members being civil servants of a prior date to W7th January 
1823, have the option to withdraw at pleasure (forfeiting all beneft,) excepting 
such rmonget them as have signed a resolution passed by the subscribers on 28th 
July 1817, binding themselves to subscribe to end of service.

Provided that nothing contained herein, or in any other part of these rules

Ifthe money possessed hy a widow exceed the sum of 12.000 rupees, the 
same being available for immediate expenditure and entirely at her disposal, 
she shall not be entitled to the benefit of passage-money. In like manner, al- 
though not immediately available, nor at her disposal, if the yearly interest of 
auch money exceed the sum of £68-8-9; the claim to passage-money wilt he 
disallowed, Widows in Europe at the time of their husband's death, are not 
entitled to. passage-money on returning to India, or again visiting Europe. 

N. B. In proportion as a Widow’s Pension from the Military and Lord 
Clive's Punds are by the levy of income tax reduced, so the amount admissible 
as private income will be increased in a correspanding ratio, beyond the present 
maximum of £68-8-9 withont debarring her of the claim to Passage-money, 

All applications from widows for Passage-money from the fund, must-he ac~ 
companied by a guarantee (I'orm No. VI.) on the part of the Agents of tne Ship, 
or other respectable party, that they will be responsible for a inoivty of the Pas.

Art. 3k. In the event of vacancy in the office of Director occurring in 
the intermediute period betweeu two annual meetings, the Directors may choose 
a successor from amongst the subscribers at the presidency, who may be elivible 
to the office, 

Ant, 32. On occasion of any particniar and, important business which 
may necessarily require the opinion of the society at large, special tpeatings will 
be called of the subscribers at the presidency (others voting by proxy) ‘as pro- 
vided for in article 27, Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emergent 
cause shovld occur to any twelve subscribers to require the notice of the society 
at large, a special meeting shall be summoned by the president on the written 
requisition of such twelve subscribers under the forms above prescribed, 

‘Ant. 33. The directors shall have a secretary shosen by themselves, who 
algo shall be accountant, with an establishment upon such -allowances as shall be 
deemed udequate to the respective duties. 

Ant. 34, The secretary will be expected to have an office at his own re- 
sidence for the accomodation of the meetings of the directors, for the preserva- 
tion of the records, and for the puspose of effurding access to the officers of the 
army at large to the books of the institution. 

Ant, 35. The directors of the fund will bald regular monthly meetings; 
but no meeting of the directors consisting of a smaller number than five, shall be 
conp*'en to the transaction of bnsiness ; and it will rest with any disector, or with 
the secretary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity to the president, who 
will convence a special meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving the 
application ; hut no special inceting shall be called with the view or re-consideys 
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ing resolutions which may have been already adopted by a former meeting of 
directors, unless at the requisition of a nnmber of directors greater than that 
which attended such meeting, . 

ART, .36. The secretary willinvariably lay before the directors, either at 
the regular of special meetings, al! letters that may have been received by him 
since the last meeting Minutes of the vroceedings of all meetings will be re- 

* corded nnd authenticated by the signatures of the directors present. The secre- 
tary will also submit to the divecto:s who Ctended, drafts of all the letters which 
in those meetings he may have been desired to write. Letters demanding an 
immediate answer, when such may be of an ordinary nature, may be replied to

art. 44. Allincome derived from the Bengal Military Fund is declared 
to be unalienable, and the fact of attenpting the alienation of such income in 
any toanner, or under any pretence, shall be deemed in itself a forfeiture of all 
future henefits from the fund. 

Ant. 45. Ifa subscriber who may be dismissed from the service by a 
court martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the service, he shall 
be re-admissible to the fund on payment of the arrear that may have accumulated, 
with compoun: interest thereon, in the same manner as if he had suffered only 
temporary suspension.

the exemption cailed for, and that every penalty incurred by non-payment of 
Donations and Subscriptions must invariably and strictly be enforced, as preseribed 
by the rules of the Institution, The Secretary will continue to give notice when 
arrears are due, in all cases when they come to his knowledge, but every subscriber 
should protect his own interests, and see that his Subscriptions and Donations are 
regularly deducted by his paymaster, and immediately rectify any errors or omie- 
sions of fat functionary.

6th. That in order to obviate thé difficulties which Would arise from the

Oificer be applied to, to circulate the same amongst the Subscribers, and the 
several Officers of Government at the three Presidencies, 


18th.—That Commanding Officers of Her Majesty's Regiments be request- 
ed to pay particular attention in causing the regular quarterly remittances to be 
made tothe Agent or Agents of the Queen’s Military Fund, acting for the 
Committee of General Management, Fort Willian, who are requested from 
time to thme to apprize Commanding Oifivers whenever any Corps may fail in 
making such remittances.

“ We are of opinion that the object of accelerating the retirement of me- 
dical servants by means of annuities, would be best provided. for,.by”ineorpo- 
rating that service with the military in the institution of the: fund, Weeqhe, latter— 
sanctioned in our dispatch to the Government of Bengal, dated 6th. March, 1832, 
copy of which accompanied our dispatch to you, dated the 28th of, that month ;

tionate increase in che number of annuities remitable through our treasury.) ~ 

«We are aware that at Madras annuities for medical officers are provided 
for distinctly from the military, in consequence of their being a separate 
fund, embracing for medical servants and their families, various compassionate 
objects similar to what are provided for mititary officers and their families by 
the military fund.

LOWER ORPHAN SCHOOL, 


1. The tower school, or lower branch of the inssitution, is supported by 
the bounty of government. 


2. The benefits of the school are extended to the children of non-com- 
missioned offiters and private oldiers, bclauging to the Hon’ile Company’s Bengal 
establishment and to the orphans of non-commissioned officers and private Sol- 
diers of Wer Majesty's regiments serving in’ Bengal. QOuiwards of the instita~ 
tion have in addition, to the established bounty, the further previtege of receiving 
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instructians gratuitously as they Scholars in the Lower Orphan School, Allipore, 
provided the general managenient are satisfied that their admission to or eonti- 
nuance in Schoo! will not be prejudical to the morals of the resident wards. 


3. No children, the offspring of favhers not wholly European are admitted 
to the benefits of the School, the only exception to this rule being in favour of the 
children of Drummers and fifers serving in the army who are entitled to claim 
the usual subsistence allowance provided they are the offspring of girls brought 
up not less than 4 years in the Orphan School, or of soldiers’ wives receiving the 
usual subsistence allowance granted by government. : Z 


6. This bounty consists in an allowance of Co.’s Rs. 2-8 per month, autho- 
rized to be drawn lor cach child, under the name of subsistence allowance. 


9. The destitute Orphans of Warrant Officer (conductors, sub-conductors, 
Riding Masters, &c.) are admissible to the school. 


14. The regulated subsistence allowance for children residing with their 
parents or Guardians, is drawn direct from station Secretaries by officers drawing 
the pay, or having immediate charge or command of parents or. guardians of 
children respectively. 


15. These allowances are to be drawn monthly in separate abstracts, ac- 
companied by Review Rolls, duly certified and authenticated. 


88. The children, of non-commissioned officers and soldiers of Her Ma- 
jesty’s service dying in India are entitled to the benefits of the institution, and to 
be received into the school in the same manner as the Orphans of non-commis- 
sioned officers and soldiers in the Hon'ble Company's Service; but the children 
of con-commissioned officers and suldicrs of Her Majesty's service whose fathers 
are living are not admitted, : 


N. B.—'This allowance is strictly limited to legitimate chiidren.— 


3. In the event of a child born after the 15th day of any one month, or 
ying before the 15th of the month, no subsistence allowance is drawn for such 
ebild for that month, 


32. Demands for arrears of subsistence money are rejected in all cases, 
except those in which the Parent or Guardian may have been employed on ser~ 
vice, in the field, or proceeding from one station to another, and thife.niay not 
have had an opportunity of applying first reglarly to any committee, No arrears 
for a period exceeding six months are, in any case, to be paid without reference 
to the general management.

Forty WiLntaM, FINANCIAL DREPARTMBNT, 
7th October 1833. 

The right honorable the Governor-Gencral in counci) directs that the ~ 
following rules of the Savings’ Bank, established in Calcutta, uoder the guaren- 
tee and reaponsibility of Goverment, te published for general information :— 

1. Phe bank to be devominated * The Government Savings’ Bank.” 

® Allclasses, Uritish and native, muy invest their savings’ in the Go- 

~~ ernment Savings’ Bark, 

3 The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the inferest due 
therean at the undermentioned rate, is secured to the depositor under guaran- 
tee of the Supreme Government. 

4. The general direction and control of the bank shall be vested in a 
commistce of management, consisting of covenanted civil and military officers 
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of the vovernment, and other persona, to be nominated by the governor-ge- 
neral ineoancil. The committee shall meet at such stated periods as may be 
neceseary for the due and ¢ficient cootral of the proceedinga of the bank. 

6. The government agents are charged with the immediate sup 
dence and exccation of all detuils connected with the bask. They will 
ex-officio members of the committee of management. The third government 
agent will be ex-officio secretary te the Sunk. 

6. A register of deposits will be keps, and generally such other accounts 
as may be determined on, and approved of, by the munaging committee, 

7, Avy sum not lesa than one rupee will be received in deposit. 3 

8. Whenever any aum deposited by any one individual ehall amount te 
509 rupees, the same or ao much thereof as may be necessary will be transfer= 
ted from the bank to the gaversment avent subjeet to the rules whieh obtain 
in hie departm: ut for the purchase of a yavernment note in the four per ceat. 
or any oiher luan which muy he preferred and pointed out by the depository 
a delay of one mouth being «llowed in all cases where the depositor may 
intimate his intention to withdraw the whole er any portion of the funds within 
one month from the dute it has reached that amount, when should no with- 
drawal have been mude, a transfer will be effected as if no such notice had been 
given. 

, 9 Laterest at 4 per cent. per annuum will be allowed on deposita untit 
farther notice, 

10, Interest will be calculated on a deposit, from the first day of the 
month aneceeding that in which it shull be received ; and ap to the Inet day of 
the month preceding that in which it shall be wichdrawa. No interest will 
be allowed fur broken periods of a month, nor calculated on fractivaul parts 
of « rupee. 

11. The government reserves to iteclf the power of lowering or raising 
the rate of interest; auch alteration not to affect deposits above 500 rapees 
previously invested in public securities, and due notice to be given in the C. 
cutta Gazette of the intention of goverument, six months before alteration 
shatl tuke effet. 

12, All depoaita will be regularly entered in a book at the time they are 
made, and the depositor of the deposit made at the presidency, will be fur= 
nished with a email book having & duplicate of the entry. This book ia to be 
brought to the bank whenever any sum is deposited or withdrawn. ‘the ac- 
count thus kept will be closed on the 30th of April of every year, aud the

Tux Bencat Horkanu, the senior journal of India, was established, 
as a Week/y Newspaper, in January, 1795. Ut was originally printed on amall 
folio sheets, and published every Tuesday morning, with supplemepts as ” 
occasion required, during the week: subsequently, the day of its publication 
was changed to Saturday, and eventually it became a daily Paper. 


"The first number of the daily Hurkara (being likewise the firsé pay Pa 
ever published in India) appeared ou the 29th April, 1819, printed on a single 
quarto sheet, which was then judged the utmost that could be got up daily at 
an Indian Press. Very soon, however, a second sheet was considered neces~ 

sary and means were found to publish it; and on the Ist Joly, 182%, a third 

/ sheet was added, tind the material upon which it was printed changed froin 
Bengal mediam to good European royal paper—the first ever used for an Indian 
Newspaper, Quarto, and even snull folio, sheets, having, however, been 
found, by experience, unsuited to the purposes of a daily paper, en the lat 
Febrnary, 1824, it was printed on a royal folio sheet, and so continued until 
1st January, 1834, when it assumed its present imperial size. ~*~" 





The interests and resources of severat Calcutta journals have, from time to 
time, merged in the Benoa Hurkarv, and it received an important accession 
‘on the lat October, 1884, when the then oldest Newspaper in India, (The India 

Jacette) with all its stock, was united to the Harkaru Press: on the Ist Ja- 
puary, 1844, the Bengal Herald and Calcutta Literary Gazette were added 
aga Weekly Snpplementary (7th) Sheet—thus rendering the Bengal Hurkaru, 
the largest and most comprehensive Newspaper, ever yet published in India, 

The Bexcas Hourxary is delivered, free of expense, every morning, by the 

ae peons of the establishment, throughout Caleutta and its envirens, including Russa- 

pugla, Garden Reach, Seebpore, Howrah, Sulkea, Cossipore, Dum-Dum, 

Barrackpore, Serampore, Chandernagore, Chinsurab, and Hooghly. A second 
"edition is despatched by Dawk every evening, bearing postage. 


"Phe weight allowed for Newspapers is $8 sicca weight each cover, upon which 
postage is levied at two rates—twvo annas to stations within 400 miles, and three 
amnas to stations exceeding that distance.
